A SUDDEN MORNING ALARM 


DRS. SHRADY AND SANDS SUM- 
MONED TO GEN. GRANT'S AID, 
THE REV. DR. NEWMAN, EX-SENATOR CHAF- 
FEF, AND GEN. BADEAU ALSO SENT 
FOR—A SUDDEN CHANGE FOR THE 

WORSE. : 

Gen. Grant’s household were aroused 
and alarmed shortly after 3:30 o’clock this 
morning, the patient having been seized 
with another violent and dangerous fit 
of coughing, like in character to those 
which on one or two previous occasions 
caused such grave apprehensions .and 
the recurrence of which have been 
looked for with such dread. Aft- 
er the bulletin had been issued at 11 
o'clock stating that the General was sleep- 
ing quietly and that there was a promise 
that be would have a good night, 
guiet fell upon the household, and to 
those who watched the house there was 
no indication of life within until 3:30. At 
that hour a messenger was suddenly dis- 
patched in haste for Drs. Shrady and 
Sands. A few moments later it was 
learned that the’ Rev. Dr. Newman, 
ex-Senator Chaffee, and Gen. Badeau 
had also been Summoneéd.: As Dr. 
Sands was originally callea into the case 
as @ surgeon, when the practicability 
of an operation Gen. Grant 
was still a matter of discussion, and 
inasmuch as he has had no connection 
with the case since, at a consultation, 
the idea of operating was abandoned, 
the inference was that the Gen- 
eral’s condition was such as to call 
for an appeal to the last resort of 
medical and surgical skill. At this hour, 
4:30 A. M., nothing definite regarding the. 
General's condition had been learned at 
the house.

There was uninterrupted cheerfulness at 
Gen. Grant’s house yesterday. From early 
morning the sunlight shone into the front rooms, 
except when the General chose to try to sleep; 
the shades were then lowered in his bedroom. 
This happened several times, although it did not 
indicate success in the patient's effort, for he 
Was really as wakeful as on Sunday. The family 
passed an undisturbed night, as had the General, 
who slept continuously from about 10:30 o’clock 
om Sunday night until 6 o’clock in the morning. 
Slight coughing disturbed him a little before 
Gaybreak, but it did not fully awake him and 
when it ended he slept on. 

The-General lay quiet for 20 minutes or longer 
after “his attendants discovered that he was 
awake. His throat was sore, but no more than 
usual after prolonged sleep. After the dressing 
he seemed easy and chatted with some anima- 
tion. His breakfast further warmed his loquac- 
ity, and when the family greetings began at 
about 7 o'clock he was quite bright. Mrs. Sar- 
toris remained in the room with him for an hour 
entertaining him with the morning news. After 
breakfast she joined him again. Mrs. Grant also 
sat with him. Her chair was at the library win- 
dow. She laughed often over her daughter's 
merriment. The General also enjoyed it in his 
quiet way. Others of the family dropped into 
the reom occasionally, but care was taken not to 
distract the patient by general conversation.. 
This hour or so was very pleasant for ailin the 
house, as it was purely a home gathering. It 
broke up a littie after 9 o’clock in order that the 
General might not become fatigued. 

When he had rested aione- tor a while Gen, 
Badeau and Senator Chaffee sat with him. They 
found ;him stillin good spiritsand noticeably 
improved in this respectover night. ‘ The phy- 
sicians and the family.” Senator Chaffee said, 
after the visit, * are very hopeful that the Gen- 
eral may live severaldays longer. We all believe 


that he is artificially sustained. When that prop 
falis out the end must surely come. But two 
nights of continuous sieep are wonderful stimu- 
lants to hope. Such rest the family and the Gen- 
eral have had. It has cheered every one. 

* ‘Ihe General this morning.” Senator Chaffee 
went on, “is more talkative than of late. His 
‘voice is at times distinct, but easily becomes 
husky, showing that he speaks with an effort 
and that it does him no good.” 

Gen. Badeau’s opinion of the General's condi- 
tion was essentially like Senator Chaffee’s. 
* The General is eorteiniy no weaker than on 
yesterday,” he said, “‘and he has said nothing 
to-day about pain.” 

When the General was alone, in the middie of 
the forenoon, be seemed so easy that the family, 
excepting Mrs. Grant, prepared to enjoy an out- 
ing. They left the house within a few minutes 
ot each other, Mrs: Sartoris and Jesse Grant yo- 
ing off together, while Col. Grant and U.S. 
Grant, Jr.. went in different directions They 
were absent two or three hours. Dr. Newman 
called while they were away, and he sat an hour 
with the General. 

* He was quite cheerful,’ Dr. Newman said. 
“TIT cannot say that saw any improvement. in 
his condition, although he is feeling easier. After 
greetings I said to him, ‘General, the public and 
the press are much pleased with the Easter greet- 
ing you sent them.’ 

“The General smiled,” Dr. Newman continued 
*but said nothing. He was evidently well 
pleased. During my stay { was impressed with 
the quiet and cheerful manoer in which the 
General bears his suffering. He inspires the en- 
tire household. A Sabbath quiet and peace per- 
vades that home.” ° 

Soup and milk and egg were served frequently 
in the sick room during the warm boursof the 
day. They were taken when offered, as a matter 
of course, but without relish. The General pre- 
ferred to sun himself behind the curtains, dozing 
as be could, but most of the time wideawake. 
When he caught a nap it was for a few mo-: 
ments only. is condition was so favorable that 
it was not considered necessary to invite Dr. 
Barker te the afternoon consultation, :which 
ouly Drs. Dougias and Shrady attended. The 
General was then very amiable. He whecled 
around so that the doctors couid look into his 
throat by retiected sunlight. Harrison, the serv- 
ant, held a mirror a littie back from the win- 
dow. It cast the sunlight on .a refiector tied 
about Dr. Dougias’s foreheud. Dr. Dougias re- 
marked that the throat iooked better than on 
Sunday. This remark evidently impressed the 
General hopefully, for some minutes later, when 
the examination was over and the throat dressed, 
he said to Pr. Shrady: , ea : 

J have been wondering to-day if there. might 
be a possible chance for me to get about again. 
I suppose the chances ave » hundred to one 
against me, but sometimes I feei that J shall get 


tter. : 

“J think if T have another choking spell that 
wili end me very guickly. If you doctors can 
'teli how long a man can live under water when 
be is drowning ‘you can judge how long it will 
take me to choke when the fit comes on. If no 
enoking fit comes I ‘think now tbat the chance 
favor my lingering for some time,I have go 
along so weil in the past two days.” 

The doctors expressed full agreement with the 
General’s views. Senator Chaffee happened in 
presentiy and. found the General disposed 
talk further in the same strain, The visitor en- 
couraged him. Then the General left his chair 
and tramped about the room as though he feit 
himself squarely faced toward recovery: . 

“I don’t know what to make of it,’’ Senator 
Chaffee said afterward. “It is certainly a sin-

It is untrue,” Gen. Badeau said. ‘No letter 
has been received from Mr. Davis.’ Col. Grant 
said the same thing, and a well-informed caller 
said that Mr. Davis was now probably on his 
own deathbed, and was no doubt physically in- 
capable otf writing a letter, even if he were so 
disposed. 

No Callers except those mentioned were ad- 
mitted to Gen, Grant during theday. Ex-Sur- 
geon-General Hammond called. He denied re- 
pS gece for any rumors in regard to the 
character of Gen. Grant's disease. He said he 
had not seen the General for 11 years, and knew 
of the disease oa as it had been publicly re- 
ported. Gen. N. P. Banks, Gen. Hamilton, Ju- 
lius A. Skilton, whom Gen. Grant appointed 
Consul-General to Mexico; ex-Commissioner 
Wales, Mrs. Hamilton Fish, and Andrew H. 
Green also called, Mrs. Fish brought forthe 
General a pot of bouillon, Mr. Green borea 
message of sympathy from Samuei J. Tilden. A 
veteran soldier, who fought with Gen. Grant 
through Virginia, rang the bell and tearfully in- 
quired the patient's condition. He was assured 
that he might weil be thankful and take courage 
for another day at least 

The three bulletins issued up to evening were 
as follows: 

6:30 A. M.—Gen. Grant has had an undisturbed 
and refreshing sleep of seven anda half hours. 
His pulse is 80and full; temperature normal. 
He has had no pain during the night and has 
coughed very little He is inclined to be 
cheerful. 

12:45 P. M.—Gen. Grant has hada quiet morn- 
ing in his easy chair, napping and chatting by 
turns. His pulse is 78 and of good volume. He 
has had no pain for several hours. 

6:45 P, M.—The afternoon has been a very quiet 
one for Gen. Grant. He has been free from pain 
and has dozed most of the time in his easy chair. 
He has taken his nourishment regularly and 
— Pulse 72, with a slight fluctuation obsery- 
able. 

The evening in the sick room passed pleasantly 
both for the patient and the family. Phere was 
a household gathering there after dinner lasting 
toran hour. The General was still inclinea to 
silence, though not manifestly despondent. He 
did not retain the cheerfulness of the afternoon, 
however, and the family lett him early. He was 
reclining in his chair before the fire with ciosed 
eyes when Dr. Newman callea. 

Just after greetings had passe@ there was a 
tramp of feet on the sidewalk and the bell rang. 
The tramping continued and the General list- 
ened intently. In a moment word came from 
down stairs that Grand Councilor J. B. Lane 
had left at the door resolutions of sympathy 
adopted by the Excelsior Council, No. 14,0. U. 
Gen. Grant is an honorary member of 
Columbia Council, of this order, at Washington. 
After leaving the resolution Mr. Lane drew 
up his company of 33 members in the street. 
They marched and countermarched and then 
back to the house, raising their hats as they 

ssed. They nad marched in full regalia from 

roome-street and the Bowery. and expected 
that Gen. Grant might be able to show himself 
at the bedroom window, but the shades were not 
raised and the company marched off down 
Fifth-avenue. After they had gone a clerk left 
at the house an incandescent lamp for the 
mouth, which he said Dr. Shrady had ordered 
for the General’s use. 

Gen. Badeau left for the night at 9:30 o'clock. 
He said he had given up his room at the Gen- 
eral's to the doctors, as it was necessary that 
there should be constant medical attendance, 
“It is useless,” he said, **to hope for improve- 
ment in the General’s case. He may feel better 
for a few hours, or even for a full day, but he is 
not fit, physically or mentally, to resist the drain 
upon him. If his mind were at ease he might 
help the physicians to some purpose, but the 
Grant & Ward disaster is not out of his thoughts 
an hour at a time, and hecannot think of it with- 
out serious depression.”’ : 

A little later Dr. Newman went home. * The 
truth is,”’ he said, “that the General is growing 
weaker and weaker. That word expresses it. He 
is slowly and constantly sinking. He sitsquietly 
in his chuir with his eyes closed most of the 
time. He doesn’t taik as much asformerly. In 
regard to the future he is peacefully confident. 
The other day, when he said he was going away, 
T asked him if the future was bright. ‘Oh, yes,’ 
hesaid. Aithough naturally taciturn, he shows 
his interest in the subject of religion by fre- 
quently asking for family prayers, which I have 
led at his request. Several times, also, he has 
opened conversation onthe subject of prayer 
and the-future. He realizes that $his race is 
nearly run and is patiently awaiting the end.” 

Soon after Dr. Newman went the General had

his throat dressed and prepared for bed, with his . 


usual accompaniment of morphine. The hali 
lights were put out and the outer doors were 
closed at 11 o’clock,at which hour gas was 
burning only in the library. The only bulletin 
between dusk'and midnight was as follows: 

“11 P. M.—Gen. Grant continued in @ com- 
fortable condition during the evening. He is 
now nome quietly and. promises to have a 
good night.” b .

es his efforts in the present struggle; and 

Whereas, lt is fitting and proper that this Common 
Council, représenting the people of this city in which 
he resides, should make manifest the deep and earnest 
interest taken by them in the welfare of Gen. U.S. 
Grant; that they should give expression to the sym- 
pathy that goes out to him from the hearts of our peo- 
ple in his affliction, and should invoke Almighty God 
to be pleased in His great mercy to restore the ilius- 
trious patient to health; be it therefore 

Resolved, Thatthe members of this Common Council, 
for themselves and as the representative of the people 
of this city, jo most earnestly depiore the dungerous 
illness of Gen. U.S. Grant, and hereby extend to him 
cur heartfelt sympathy in the affliction he is now suf- 
fering: we commend him to the protection and crre of 
the Father of mercy. and earnestly pray that He will 
graciousiy vouchsafe to restore the illustrious sufferer 
to health, and thereby spare him to us and to our 
country. 

Alderman Morgan seconded the resolution, 
and upon his suggestion each of the 24 members 


of the board present arose in his seat as he voted 
yea upon its adoption. 

Tne Executive Committee of the Society of 
War Veterans of the Seventh Regiment, in view 
of the illness of Gen. Grant, has decided to post- 
pone the annual dinner, which was to have been 
held on April 9. 


NeEw-ORLEANS, April 6.—The following 
resolution was offered by William Preston John- 
ston,ison of Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston, at a re- 
union held this evening of Confederate Veterans 
of the Louisiana Divisionof the Army of the

VICTORY FOR STRIKING MINERS. 

Pirtspure, April 6.—The river miners 
will be at work. to-morrow. Walton & Co. and 
several other large operators commenced opera- 
tions to-day. They concede the three-cent rate 
and will pay it during the Spring run. Over 6,000 
men will be employed. Many of the operators 
preferred to say nothing of the closing struggle. 
Capt. Barrows, of Homer & Roberts, when ques- 
tioned, said: **The miners have won the fight. 
Within three days the entire river will be work- 
ing at the price demandeu by the strikers. Of 
course it is a victory forthem, but I believe it 
will be merely temporary. The men would have 
had moré work at 2% cents, but now that 
they ‘have secured 3 cents all we can do 
is to: get to. work.. Soon we will see 
who wes in the right.” Other coal men 
spoken to were somewhat out of humor, and 
Walton &Co. were sharply criticised for their 
surrender. At the office of the Miners’ Associa- 
tion there was quitea jollification. Word was 
received early in the day that the entire first and 
second pos had resumed work. “ We have 
gained the day,” suid President Costello, ‘* and 
the miners now see what organization will do 
forthem.” The success of the river miners has 
oceasioned no little curiosity to know what will 
be the termination of the railroad miners’ strike. 
Tne victory of the one has made the other more 
confident of success than anything that has yet 
presented itselfto them. With tho operators of 
the railroad.mines, however. there is no evidence 
of weakening so far as their outward expressions 
would indicate,

WAR STILL THREATENED 


ENGLAND PUSHING HER MILITARY 
PREPARATIONS. 

NO LESSENING OF ACTIVITY AMONG THE 
WAR OFFICERS—A GRAND REVIEW AND 
BANQUET IN INDIA. 

CatcuTra, April 6.—Orders have been re- 
ceived by the Indian Government from Jondon 
to continue the preparations for war, notwith- 
standing the pacific assurances of Russia. This 
action has created a good impression in India, 
and sustains the enthusiasm of the British and 
native troops. 

Lonpon, April 6.—The morning papers 
generally declare the Russian answer regarding

The Government is continuing its preparations 
for arming fast ocean steamers. Work on the 
Anchor Line steamer America and the Cunard 
steamer Oregon will be begun. to-morrow. 
These steamers will receive an armament of 10 
guns each,and each will have transportation 
facilities for 1,500 men. Twothousand men will 
immediately be drafted for regiments serving in 
India and will soon be ordered to that station. 

Brinpisi, April 6.—Sixty-five British 
officers have embarked here for India, having 
received orders to rejoin their regiments in that 
country. . 

RAWALPINDI, April 6.—A grand review 
of all the British and native troops here took 
place to-day in the presence of Abdurrahman, the 
Ameer of Afghanistan; the Earl of Dufferin, Vice- 
roy of India; the Duke of Connaught, and all the 
native chiefs, with their brilliantly uniformed 
staffs. The march pastthe pgint of review oc- 
cupied two hours. The troops presented a splen- 
did appearance, and the parade was one 0 the 
finest spectacles ever held in India. The 
Ameer was profoundly impiessed with the 
power and resources ot England. 

The immediate completion of the railway to 
Quetta has been ordered. The Maharajah of 
Nevaul has offered the services of 15,000 picked 
Goorkas, who,jhefsays, are ready to march under 
British officers across the frontier in the service 
of the Queen on the receipt of a telegram from 
the Viceroy asking them to doso. The Mahara- 
jah also has tendered every assistance in his 


‘power for the purpose of recruiting native 


troops for service against Russia. 

At the banquet given in honor of the Ameer 
by Lord Dufferin this evening the Ameer made 
an enthusiastic speech, wishing success to En- 
gland and ending with the sentiment, *‘ May her 
armies ever be victorious.” Lord Dufferin called 
for cheers for the Ameer, which were given with 
a will. 


SLOW WORK IN THE SOUDAN. 
THE TROOPS AND THE RAILWAY ADVANCING 
TOWARD HANDOUB. 

SUAKIN, April 6.—A convoy went out to 
Gen. MeNeill’s zereba this morning and arrived 
without incident. It will return to Suakin to- 
night. 

The Coldstream Guards and the Australian 
contingent marched five miles toward Handoub 
to-day. They exchanged a few shots with the 
Arabs. The Guards and Australiansare now en- 
gaged in the construction of a zereba. They will 
proceed to Handoub to-morrow, after. the Scots 
Guards have occupied the zéreba, A week’s 
supply of stores and provisions is being moved 
out to Handoub. The heat grows worse, and the 
sick list is increasing largely. 

Osman Digna’s son was shot in the recent en- 
gagement. . 

Lord Wolseley is expected here soon. It is be- 
lieved the Guards will be ordered elsewhere and 
that they will soon embark for their new post of 
duty, Gen. Freemantle commanding the ad- 
vance, 

The completed zereba on the Handoub road is 
called Station No. 1, and the railway will be 
pushed rapidiy to that point. The cavalry made 
a reconnoitring expedition in.the vicinity of 
Handoub to-day. Bodies of the enemy .were 
seen moving, toward Handoub.; Gen.. McNeill’s 
zereba was destroyed .before it-was evacuated. 
Gen. Graham telegraphs from, Suakin to. the 
Government as follows: ** Qur_ march to Tamat 
and our destruction’ of that. place atter Osinan 
Digna’s boast to drive us. into. the sea must 
greatly discouraged the rebels.” ,Gen. Graham 
also.télegraphs.that the Suakin-Berber Railway 
bas been advanced out toward. Handoub under 
the protection of the British troops. Working 
parties of troops will to-morrow cut a way for, 
the road through the bush, which is thicker to- 
ward Handoub than at any piace heretofore 
reached. Tne army will march upon Handoub 
next Wednesday.

member of the Chamber of Deputies from the 
Department of the Somme, Minister.of the In- 
terior in M. de Freycinet’s Cabinet in 1882. 

Minister of the Interior—M. ALLAIN-TARGH, 
member of the Chamber of Deputies from the 
Department of the Seine, Mi.ister of Finance in 
M. Gambetta’s Cabinet in 1881. 

Minister of Finance—M. JEAN JULES CLAMA- 
GERAN, life member of the Senate. 

Minister of War—Gen.' CAMPENON; Minister 
of War in M. Gambetta’s Cabinet in 1881 and in 
M. Ferry’s Cabinet in 1883-4. 

Minister of Public Works—M. Sapir CARNOT, 
member of the Chamber ot Deputies from Céte 
qd’Or, Minister of Public Works in M. Ferry’s 
Cabinet in 1880-81, and again in 1882; 

Minister of Agriculture—M. PIERRE LEGRAND, 
member of the Chamber of Deputies from the 
Department du Nord; Minister of Commerce in 
M. Duclere’s Cabinet in 1882-3, 

Minister of Commerce—M. Hervt MANGON, 
member of the Chamber of Deputies from the 
Department of Manche. 

Minister of Posts and Telegraphs--M. SARRIEN, 
member of the Chamber of Deputies from the 
Department of Sadéne-et-Loire. 

Minister of Marine and of the Colonics—Ad- 
mira! GALIBER. 

The new Cabinet bad a conference lasting two 
hours this evening to prepare a statement of its 
programme. ; 

M. Floquet will probably succeed M. Brisson 
as President of the Chamber of Deputies. The 
members of the ‘Republican Union will support 
the candidature of M. Ferry. The new Ministry 
will be anti-Ferryist in character. 

Prime Minister Brisson, has enunciated the 
programme of the Cabinet. It contemplates the 
revision of the Constitution of J881, the Sen- 
ate being the reforming body, or ceasing to 
exist, liberty of the press, secularization of re- 
ligious property, separation of Church and 
State, reform of the judiciary, compulsory ed- 
ucation, taxation for revenue, and a reduction 
of the taxes upon articles of food and drink.

ATROCITIES IN CHINA. 

Hone Kone, March 10.—The Shanghai 
Mercury says the Viceroy of the Yun-Nan and 
Kwe-Chong Provinces has issued a decree com- 
manding the destruction of all Roman Catholic 
convents. The decree also orders that ali Ro- 
an Catholic converts and all foreigners be killed. 
Reports have reached -Skanghei that several 
Roman Catholic settlements have already been 
destroyed and several hundred converts killed. 
The village ot  Kin-Ya-Ping, two days’ 
journey from Tali, has been destroyed, 
and four converts and two priests 
have been killed. The only reason assigned by 
the Chinese Viceroy for the massacre was that 
the Roman Catholics were going to revolt 
against the Chinesé Government. Viceroy Li 
Hung Chang has appointed Gen. Lehmann, a 
Prussian officer, to the chief command of the 
Chinese artillery.

TEN MEN BURIED ALIVE. 


—_——_>_—_—— 
A DISASTROUS CAVE-IN AT A PENYSYLVANIA 
COAL MINE, 

SHENANDOAH, Penn., April 6.—The min- 
ing patchof Raven Run, four miles from here, 
was the scene of aterrible accident at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon, An extensive cave-in occurred 
400 feet from the bottom of the slope of the 
Cuyler Colliery, operated by S. M. Heaton & Co. 
The fall created a wind the force of which can be 
best estimated by the fact that 14 mine cars 
were blown a distance of 300 feetup a pitch. 
The colliery was not working to-day, but 10 per- 
sons were engaged in timbering, all of whom 
have beyond a doubt perished. There are four 
leveis in this mine, and the cave-in occurred all 
the way from the first to the last, sweeping 
everything in front of it. Timbers have been 
knocked out, airways closed, and gangways 
blccked. Thousands of tons of coal and rock 
have given way, and the place is still working. 
The names of the men who have lost their lives 
are as follows: Frank McLaughlin, William An- 
derson, John Anderson, Henry Mervine, Benja- 
min Maurer, Nicholas Purcell, Barney Smith, 
Michaei Herrity, Damel Kenney, and John Cav- 
anaugh. With one or two-exceptions they are 
all married men with families. The news of the 
disasterspread like wildfire and thousands of 
people congregated around the mouth of the 
slope, where they remained all the afternoon and 
evening. A number of rescuing parties went 

own through the day, but ail were compelled to 

turn unsuccessful in their mission. They 
could not approach close to the point where the 
fall occurred owing to the treacherous condi- 
tion ot the top. Superintendent Heaton and 
Mine Inspector Mauchline went down to the 
mine at 5 o’clock and returned an hour later. 
They reported the situation perilous. The in- 
spector ventured aown to see that the place was 
safe enough for a rescuing party to work. An- 
other party of miners went down by an old air- 
way, but were compelled to return, their course 
being impeded by débris. At 9 o'clock this even- 
ing the miners were standing around mute as 
statues, there being nothing for them todo. The 
inspector will not allow them to venture in. 
. The part of the mine where the cave-in oc- 
curred had been honeycombed to such an ex- 
tent that it is thoughtthere was no support for 
the roof: which gave way. Three mules have 
also been killed. by the concussion, one of: them 
being blown a distance of 100 feet. The damage 
done to the colliery is very great I1t.will not be 
short of $30.000, and it-is doubtful whether it wiil 
not have to be entirely. abandoned. The 
lease of the Heaton party expires in June 
and the Philadelphia» and Reading Coal 
and Iron Company are to take the colliery. 
The colliery has. been in operation 18 years, 
and has- always been’ considered a. paying 
institution. he way .the situation ap- 
pears it is not likely the imprisoned miners can 
be reached before a week or ten days, if then. 
More of the top is expected to give way, as the 
place is continually giving way by degrees. It 
is the most disastrous accident of the kind that 
bas ever occurred in the Schuylkitl coal region. 


MEXICO AND GUATEMALA, 





WAR LIKELY TO FOLLOW THE DEATH OF 
BARRIOS. , 

Cirry or Mexico, April 6, via Galveston. 
-—The death of Barrios will evidently pro- 
duce an entire change in Mexico’s attitude 
toward the Centrat American imbrogiio. 
The indications now are that advan- 
tage is to be taken by the Mexican 
Government of Guatemala’s weakness. The ob- 
ject of Sefior Baranda’s mission is to; present 
claims against Guatemala for boundary damages 
last August, to which Diaz gave such prom- 
inence and which he detailed so fully in 
his message to Congress. His being sent 
as Commissioner at this juncture means 
that Mexico. will use this injury as a 


pretext for anything she may find it advisable. 


to do later. Sedor Baranda wili look atter Mex- 
ican interests in the make-up of the new Guate- 
malan Government. His position as Minister, 
of Justice will be meanwhile filled by 
Minister of Foreign Affairs: Mariscal. 
The rumor is generally current here 
to-day that the President of San Saivador 
telegrapbed to President Diaz asking advice as 
to his future movements atter deteating the 
Guatemala army, and that Diaz replied: ** March 
on to Guatemala.” This story is denied, how- 
ever, by Mariscal. One of the most prominent 
and distinguished members of Congress said in 
a private conversation this evening that Con- 
gress would probably authorize a declaration of 
war against Guatemala as soon as the Executive 
was prepared. He also said that Diaz wouid re- 
view 20,000 troops in this city on May 5, the na- 
tional holiday. 

The Diario Oficialis remarkably silent in this 
matter.- To-night’s edition contains no com- 
ments on recent events in Central America, nor 
mentions Baranda’s mission. Mexico is more 
interested than when Barrios lived, and is deter- 
mined to profit by his death, keeping silence and 
piaying a sharp diplomatic game. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—Sefior de Peralta, 
Minister to the United States trom Costa Rica, 
received advices to-day from Nicaragua and 
Salvador confirmatory of previous . reports 
of the death of President Barrios, of 
Guatemala. He has information also from 
private sources that a telegram was re- 
ceived to-day by a gentleman in New-York who 
was a friend of President Barrios, informing 
him of-the Geath of tne latter and requesting 
him to transmit the information to Barrios’s son, 
who is a cadet at West Point. This telegram 
was sent from Champerico, in Guatemala, a 
town on the coast some distance from tbe capi- 
tal of the State. Sefior de Peraita is also in re- 
ceipt of information that the Republic of Hon- 
duras, which was counted as an ally of the 
Guatemalan President, now fraternizes with the 
allied republics of Salvador, Nicaragua, and 
Costa Rica. 


Among the arrivals at the Windsor Hotel last 
night was Antonio Barrios, a West Point cadet, 


and son of the President cf Guatemala. He 
stated last evening that he had no oOfiiciai ad- 
vices from home, but that he did not believe the 
published statements of his father’s death and 
the defeat of the Guatemalan Army. Young 
Barrios is about 19 years of age, and is evidently 
a sincere believer in his father’s patriotism.

another opportunity to vote upon it will be af- 
forded to-morrow morning. Unless those who 
yearn for the investigation succeed to-night 
in drumming up mere votes than they 
had this evening the tontine committee 
will be compelled to suspend further operations, 
and will be limited to giving an account of its 
brief stewardship.

* Give me a glass of water.” qudth Mr. Raines 
to a page after hearing the resolution read. The 
water was brought, and Mr. Raines, having 
mopped his handsome brow, leaned back and 
listened to the objections to his proposition. 

Mr. Howe claimed that an investigation of this 
sort required rather the skill and intelligence of 
an expert than the looseness of method of a com- 
mittee unfamiliar with the complicated gubject. 
Nothing, he said, had transpired in the proceed- 
ings’ of the committee that reflected upon 
the tontine companies or their’ management. 
Judging from the expressions of the press and 
from statements which he had heard, the report 
of the Insurance Superintendent would com- 
mand much more respect than that’ of 
avy committee. The investigation, he re- 
minded the House, was ordered largely with 
the idea that it had been called tor by the New- 
York ‘ribune, whereas the statements in that 
paper which had been quoted were simply 
those of an advertisement. He then read 
what, for tht paper, is &n exceedingly 
bold editorial, begging the House to 
call the committee back and attend to its busi- 
ness. Mr. Howe did not reaa the editorial in 
THE TIMES taking very strong Lob an upon the 
negative side of the question that the commit- 
tee is possessed of either ability or intelligenco, 
for, said he, it might be questioned as unparlia- 
mentary. 

Mr. Raines had finished his water, and he did 
read the editorial: in question, displaying his 
complete dissatisfaction with it by emphasizing 
its particularly pointed sentences. Then he 
sought to inilame the House by reminding it that 
the. term “strikers” had been employed in con- 
nection with the names of those who voted 
originally for. an investigation. But the House 
was good-natured, all except the members of the 
Tontine Committee, and it beamed: benignantly 
upon the handsome member from Ontario.

yet they .did not rint 2 lines or the 
testimony taken. VW hatever they. did 
say was said to scandalize the committee. More 
water was demanded from over in Mr. Raines's 
neighborhood, but this time Waiter Howe wanted 
the invigorating fluid.- Judge Greene concluded 
by assuring the House that an ulcer onithe body 
politic would continue to exist unless the oppor- 
tunity was afforded the insurance companies of 
producing rebutting testimony.

GOV. HILL HAS HIS SAY ABOUT APPOINTING 


_ THE ENUMERATORS,

Toa the Legislature: 


The Civil Service Commission have requested me to* 
inform you that, in order to insure a proper examinus- 
tion of census enumerators who are expected to be ap- 
pointed to conduct the approaching census, it is neces- 
sary that there should be immediately appropri- 
ated a sum sufficient to defray the expenses 
incident thereto. This is required to cover the 
expense of stationery, printing, postage, adver- 
tising, some extra clerical service. and other miscellan- 
eous disbursements. The commision are without ade- 
quate funds for such purposes, and, in the absence of 
an express appropriation therefor, are believed to have 
ho authority to incur any indebtedness on account 
thereof. The commission ure vested by law with the 
sole power O* appointing examiners, and, instead of 
making political appointments by selecting persons 
who had been suggested to them, they conclud- 
ed, in order to save expense to the State, and in 
the exercise of a proper discretion, to select for such 
examiners persons ulready employed in the civil 
service throughout the State, who by law are required 
to conduct such examinations without additional com- 
pensation. The wisdom and propriety of the course 
pursued by tbe commission in respect to such 
exuloiners, as well as in the classification of 
enumerators under the rules formulated by them, 
are very manifest, and if their efforts are supplemented 
et | the needed legisiation will secure the appointment 
of competent and inteiligent enumerators, selected 
solely for their fitness, ruther than political favorites 
appointed asa reward for factional or political serv- 
ices, and will insure capable examining boards al- 
ready Organized, non-partisan in character, and 
especially qualified for the work to be done. 
The commission further request me to muke 
known to the Legislature their desire for a postpone- 
ment of the date fixed for the, commencement of the 
taking of the census and appointment of ernumera- 
tors, because in their judgment the limited time which 
they understand is allowed by law is insufficient for 
the proper accomplishment of enumerations contem=- 

lated by the rules. ‘his can only be done by legis- 
ative enactment, but it can easily be provided for in 
an act making the necessary appropriation. 

It is evident thatthe commission labors under the 
impression that it is absolutely indispensable, under 
the acttof 1855, that all appointments in orderto be 
walid should be made on or before May | next; but it 
may be suggested that the provisions of that act 
in reference to the date: of making such appoint- 
ments are, only. directory,. and do not  inyaiidate 
any appointments which may be subsequently made 
prior to the aetual commencement of.the taking of the 
census, which is notrequired to be begun until the 
first Monday In June. "It should-not be anticipated 
that there will be anv undue baste to makesucb ap- 
pointments. as the only. purpose thereof would be 
to evade the ‘civil service rules: »But nevertiieless 
the pol can of express . legislation. .. grunting 
further. time, even beyond either dete mentioned, is 
very apparent, and I concur in the views of the com- 
mission in that regard. It rests with the Legislature 
to take such action as will facilitate the application of 
the civil service rules and render them effectuu!. 

Gov. Hill then at considerable length renews 
his recommendations relative to the change in 
the time and manner of taking the census, as 
set forth in his message of Jan. 19, upon which 
no action has yet been taken.

A POSTMASTER SUSPENDED 


THE PRESIDENT GIVES HIS REA-\ 
SONS FOR THE ACT. 
NEGLECT OF DUTY AND A DEFICIENCY IN: 
THE ROME (N. Y.) POST OFFICE—THE 
OFFICE FILLED BY APPOINTMENT, 
WASHINGTON, April 6.—President Cleve-. 
land has made short work with the Rome Post ' 
Office case, and has sounded a note of warning 
to careless and delinquent officers throughout 
the country that will unquestionably causesome 
uneasiness. G. M. Palmer was Postmaster at 
Rome. From reports made during President 
Arthur’s term it was learned that he was behind 
with his accounts and was sbiftless. As re- 
cently as last month if was noted by the 
Post Office Department that he neglected to 
render accounts required by law and was 
behind altogether about $1,100. President Cleve- 
Jand nominated James B. Corcoran to the place. 


The Senate negiected to confirm the nomina- 
tion, at the request, it is said, of Senator Miller, 
of New-York. ‘The President kaew al! the facts 
in the case under consideration, and he and! 
Postmaster-General Vilas, who has devoted 
great care to the matter, concluded that the sus- 
pension of Postmaster Paimer and the uppoint- 
ment of another otlicer was necessary as weil as 
desirable. With his usual painstaking, the 
President has written his own explanation of 
the case, which he put in the shape of a letter 
conveying his directions to. Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Vilas. It is as follows: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION. WASHINGTON, April 4, 1885. 
The Hon. Wiiliam F. Viias, Postmaster-General: 

DEAR SIR: In answer to your inguiry as to the dis- 
osition to be made of the cuse of the Postmaster at 

ome, Oneida County, N. Y., which was presented to 
the Senate on the 26tn day of March, with s proposi« 
tion that he be removed for cause, and which proposi- 
tion was not acted upon prior to theadjournment of 
that body on the 2d;day of April, 1 have to say that 
to me it clearly seems to be my duty to exertise by 
prompt action inthis case all the power which the pres- 
ent condition of the law has left in my hands, so far ua 
it may be done independently of the Senate, to protect 
the interests of the Government, to vindicate the laws 
which have been enacted for the reguiationor the 
Postal Service, and to impress upon Federal officeholds« 
ers the fact that no indulgence will be granted by tha 
pe wh to those who violate the law or neglect pub- 

c duty. 

This Postmaster. under secticn 4,044 of the United 
States Revised Statutes and the regulations of the 
Post Office Department, was required to transmit ia 
the department weekly a report of the business doné 
by him in the money order branch of his office. It ap- 

ars from the official report of an Inspector of the 

ost Oftice Department now before me, and which was 
submitted to a committee of the Senate while the 
proposition to remove this official was before it, that 
an examination of his office was ordered on the 26th 
day of January, 1885, in consequence of the fact that no 
such weekly reports had been muade since the 6th day 
otf December, 1884. It further appears from this report 
that such examination developed the most disgrace- 
ful confusion in all that pertzined to the accounts and 
financial condition of the office; that there had beea nv 
entry inthe money order cush book since July, 184, 
and that as might have been expected there was a defi- 
clency in the money order account of more than $700 
and inthe postal account of more than #400. ‘Yhere is, 
Ithink, no dispute touching these facts. The deti- 
ciency has been refunded to the Government under an 
arrangement with one of thesuretiea of the delinquent 
official, and he attempts to excuse the wretehed con- 
dition of his office by alleging that bis assistant had 
the entire charge of tha money order business as weil 
as all other details of the office. 

In making such unexcuse, this officer admits, it 
seems to me, a violation of plain duty in turning over 
the operations of nis office to an assistant without any 
pretext of the sickness or unuvoidable ubsence of the 
Postmaster, which is contrary to a reasonable con- 
struction of section 4.051 of the Revised Statutes, 
which provides that ‘tin case of the sickness or un- 
avoidable absence of the Postmaster of any money 
order vost office, he may, with the approval of the 
Postmaster-General, authorize the chief cierk or some 
other clerk emoluyed therein to vet in his place and to 
discharge all the duties required by law of such Post- 
master.”” By the claim now made that the assistant, 
having had ful! charge,is responsibie for the delia-, 
quencies and irregularaities complained of, the Post- 
master also appears to contradict his own sworn state- 
ment made tothe department as late as Sept. 80, 1854, 
to the Seffect that he himself had performed. for the 
preceding quarter, the money order business in his’ 
office, except when necessarily absent. 

_ Tshali do ali that. is in my power torid the publie 
service of officials who exhibit such loose ideas of their 
duty tothe Government. ‘the fact that I have before 
me documents signed hy many residents of the city 
where this Postmaster is located, and who belong to 
both political parties, tsserting their entire confidence 
in his honesty and fidelity, demonstraies the unfort- 
unate facility with which such papers may be obtained 
and gives rise to an unpleasant suspicion touching 
a too prevalent standard of political honesty. If I can- 
Hot remove this delinquent Postmaster I can sureiy 
‘suspend him. This Ii have deremnined to do promptry, 
and 1 desire you at once to present to me the papers 
mecessary for that purpose; with a, designation of 
James B. Corcoran to perform the duties of Postmaster 
in piace of the official thus suspended. Yours truly, 
GROVER CLEVELAND. 

Intrenched behind the plea that he could not. 
do: vyiolenee to his duty as a Senator by reveal- 
ing anything that was done in executive session 
or in his; committee room,. Senator Conger, 
Chairman of the Post Office Committee, -de- 
clined to-night to make any statement regarding 
the failure of the Senate to consent to the re« 
moval of Postmaster Palmer. .Mr. Conger was 
willing to say that Mr. Corcoran was nominated 
for the Rome Postmastership and was not con. 
firmed by the Senate, but he would notsay what 
action was taken by the Post Ottice Committes 
or give any reason for the evident desire of tha 
committee to keep Mr. Palmer in office. 

Ataninterview with the Postmaster-General 
he stated that the Senate committee asked for 
and had sent to them the papers in the ease, in- 
cluding the Inspector’s report, and the reason 
for their declining to approve the proposed re- 
moval was unknown to him, and could only be 
surmised. ‘The facts are plainly shown, he said, 
by the official report of the Inspector, made dur- 
ing the term of President Arthur, und open to 
no suspicion of partisan or personal unfriendli- 
ness, and are such, indeed, as hardly admit of 
explanation. The President, in his letter, has 
only mentioned those in respect to which no op- 
portunity for question was open. The removal 
Was not proposed for any other purpose than 
to improve the service, and the nominee: is 
& man against whom no just objection could 
lie... The Postmaster-General. added that the 
present may be a good opportunity to say that 
from some evidences before him he believes 2 
notion to be prevalent, and the practice to be 
general accordingly, that Postmusters should 
-have allowances for clerks sutlicient to enable 
the business of their offices to he transacted 
_chiefly by them, while the Postmaster himself, 
‘though the best paid, should be required to give 
no personal labor beyond atgeneral supervision. 
This case illustrates what may happen from 
such a practice if the excuse of the Rome Post- 
master be true in fact, and in every case of de- 
tault the clerk or assistant will be made the 
scapegoat. It is the intention ot the de- 
partment to make a_i careful scrutiny 
of these allowances, and reduce them, 
when necessary, materially requiring the 
Postmaster to give his personal time and atten- 
tion to the duties of the office and assist in their 
performance, except in those few larger offices 
where his time may be necessarily required in 
general supervision. It is believed that by suca 
a course the public will be much better served 
and that a considerable reduction in the annuah 
expenditures of the department may be realized

HONORING HENRY IRVING 


A DISTINGUISHED COMPANY AT 
HIS FAREWELL DINNER. 

“GE ACTOR’S EXPRESSION OF HIS THANKS— 
REMARKS BY MR. BEECHER, SENATOR 
EVARTS, AND OTHERS. 

Henry Irving, seated between Henry 
Ward Beecher and William M. Evarts, ata long, 
raised table in Delmonico’s banquet hall last 
night, surveyed a remarkably distinguished 
company. Nearly 200 representative Americans 
had assembled to drink to the health of the emi- 
nent English actor and to bid him farewell prior 
to his departure for his home. 

The decorations of the hall were lavish and 
4ppropriate. Kach table was brilliant with 
Many-hued flowers. The walls were hung with 
the English and the American colors, and upon 
Opposite sides of the room were large banners 
Containing the coats of armsof Great Britain 
And the United States. Directly in front of Mr. 
Irving was a miniature theatre, madeof candy, 
which was decorated with colored candy medals, 
tontaining the names of Mr. Irving’s principal 
impersonations. 

At the table with Mr. Irving, besides Mr. 
Beecher and Mr. Evarts, were ex-Senator Reu- 
ben EF. Fenton, Judge Noah Davis, Charles Fran- 
cis Adams, Jr., Samuel D. Babcock, the Hon. 
William Dorsheimer, Morton McMichael, Charles 
A. Dana, Parke Godwin, and Gen, Horace Por- 
ter. The five Jateral tables were occupied by 
gentlemen of professional and social distinc- 
tion. The Hon, Sherman 8. Rogers and 
James N. Matthews, of Buffalo, together 
with President Rutter, of the Central Road, 
and the Rev. Samuel R. Fuller formed 
oue group.

Just} as the banqueters were sipping their 
coffee Senator Evarts rapped for order. Loud 
applause greeted him as he arose. He said that 
he esteemed it an honor to preside over so dis- 
tinguished a company and upon such a notable 
occasion. His part for the evening he regarded 
as an humble one. He was not to appear asa 

erformer, & manager, or even asa prompter. 

e was simply to act as a scene shifter, [laugh- 
ter,] and he did not intend to delay the remarks 
of others which were to follow. Mr. Irving had 
secured from the people of America their ap- 
provai of his art and their applause for his tri- 
Umpbhs. Since Mr. Irving had been in this coun- 
try all the world had been a stage, and all the 
en had been playgoers toseehim play. [Ap- 

ause. 

s There was a demonstration of unusual and 
protracted enthusiasm when Mr. Irving arose to 
speak. He said that as he looked around on the 
faces of so many friends, and after listening to 
the words of the distinguished Chairman, he felt 
it impossible to express his thanks in any ade- 
quate form for such an extraordinary manifes- 
tation of good-will. He could not feel that he 
was a stranger addressing a strange audience. 
In his profession there were no distinctions of 
nationality. All American actors were welcomed 
in Engiand as brothers and the English actors 
were welcomed in this country with egual cor- 
Giality. Nobody could be more sensible of the 
benefits and pleasures of such a feeling of unity 
than the actors themselves. 

Mr. Irving was at a loss for-words in which to 
express his appreciation of the favors bestowed 
upon his company and himself by the American 
public. He could say, however, that the hearti- 
ness of those favors was no less strong than the 
feeling of gratitude with which they had been 
received. e had been reading about an old 
English custom by which vagabond actors 
were first publicly whipped and then pre- 
sented with a testimonial. He was pleased 
to note that his American friends were bestow- 
ing upon him ail of the stars without the stripes. 
The desire expressed by many of his American 
friends that be shouid come back to this coun- 
try atsome future time had touched his heart. 
Be sincerely hoped that he might return, and in 
that hope be expressed the feelings of Ellen 
Terry as wellas hisown. [Applause.] 

Mr. Irving feared thatasan actor, appearing 
in his professional capacity, he should never re- 
turn to this country. Both Miss Terry and him- 
self would sail away from the United States 
with hearts full of pleasant recollections and 

‘full of gratitude for the kindnesses shown them. 
In conclusion Mr. Irving said: “I cannot express 
my feelings upon this occasion as I would like 
to. ‘I am no oretor as Brutus is.’ I have no 
wish tosay save what Rufus Choate said of.an- 
other distincuished American: * Dearly he loved 
you, for he was grateful for the open arms with 
which yon welcomed the stranger and sent.him 
onward and upward.’” 

Henry Ward Beecher was the next speaker, 
and the applause which greeted him lasted fully 
aminute. Hesaid he supposed that some per- 
s0ns were surprised that he should be present 
upon such an occasion. Certainly the occasion 
Was not like the usual convocations of the 
clergy. Mr. Beecher said he had been brought 
up by the sternest of Puritan parents. He could 
remember that in his childhood he regarded 
the theatre as the home of the devil, an actor as 
& thing unregenerate and unredeemabie, and an 
actress as beyond words. But after he had 
reached the age of 70 years he said to himself: 
**Now you have reached the years of discretion, 
and would it not be a good thing to go to a the- 
atre and corroborate the views of the theatre 
that you have held all your life?” 

Mr. Beecher went to the theatre, and for seven 
or eight times he bad listened to the charming 
impersonations of Mr. Irving and the Lyceum 
Theatre Company with feelings of great pleas- 
ure, Hedid not regard his yielding to such 
temptation as a fail, but asa rise, and atter tak- 
ing the first bite of the forbidden fruit he had 
eaten all of the appies that he cou'd. He was 
pcoperee to say that if all theatres were like Mr. 

: ng’s and all actors like Mr. Irving he should 
recommend the theatre to his people as a means 
of ce. Such impersonations as he had en- 

yed while witnessing Mr. Irving and his com- 

ny were not the kind of pleasures that were 
sought for by the worthless and the lazy. 
hen asked by his partner and assistant in his 
vierical work what infiuence he thought his go- 
ing to the theatre would have on young Chris- 
tians, Mr. Beecher had answered that he did not 
think the influence would be harmful if. all 
persons would follow his example and wait until 
“Bhey were 70 years of before they went to 
the theatre. [Applause.] The speaker, how- 
ever, did not believe it was right to go to the 
theatres simply to obtain excitement and enjoy 
RB, careless, idje pleasure. 

Mr. Beecher said that he had read Snaxrespeare 
all of his life; but he never read him until he 

whim. [Great applause.] He had read the 

of elia, but he had never seen Ophelia 
until he saw Miss Terry. [Applause.] “1 shall 
read Ophelia,” he continued, “‘and see Miss 
Terry as jong as ] may live. There have been in 
spots and parts a great many Beatrices, but I 
now know what Beatrice is. Flowers, sweet and 
white, grew py the brook where Ophelia lost her 
jife, but the passion flower that hung on the 
brow of Beatrice was far more wondrous than 
‘ the flower that w at the death side.” 

Mr. Beecher closed his eloquent speech as fol- 
lows: * I can bardly say what I would like to 
say of the obligation I feel to Mr. Irving for his 
inimitableactiog. It bas touched some of the 
deepest chords of my life, and when he goes 
away,in some sense I shall feel as [I feel in 
Autumn, when it is gradually growing sober 
though beautiful. Asthe birds have lost their 
housekeeping and do not sipgjanyjmore,every day 
I feel that something has gone until ears no 

- guore song. When Irving has been swept across 
the sea for me the birds have gone.” - The cheer- 
ing was loud and prolonged as Mr. Beecher re- 
sumed his seat.

AN EPISTLE FROM THE MORMONS. 
a 
4 DOCUMENT IN WHICH THE LEADERS DE- 
TAIL THEIR ALLEGED GRIEVANOBS. 

Satt Laxe Crrty, April &--At the Mor- 
mon General Conference at Logan yesterday 
afternoon a general epistle to the church was 
read from Presidents Taylor and Cannon, of the 
First Presidency. Referring to the present con- 
dition of affairsin the polygamy prosecutions, 
it says: 


**Men or pare lives set examples worthy of the emu- 
lation of all lives, and to Jead to works of righteous- 
hess. Citizens of the highest type of character have 
een selected as victims of vile persecution as crim- 
inals of the lowest grace. Juries are selected for the 
express purpose of convicting men acta in the 
church. Their partisan bias is so thoroughly known 
in the community that it is commonly considered that 
an accusation in the courts as now constituted 
is equal to a conviction. The old rule of juris- 

rudence that the accused shall be considered 
nnocent until proved guilty is reversed; and.the bur- 
den of proof rests upon the accused. In nearly every 
instance judge and jury, equally with the prosecution, 
appear to view him as guilty and require him to furnish 
proofs of nisinnocence. Jurors are selected who are 
known enemies of the poycee accused or of the princi- 

le involved in the trial. The result isthat the Mormon 
sas safe in seeking the justice of the infernal regions 
or of Algerine pirates as that of courts of such churac- 
ter. Indictments are found on the. fiimsiest evidence. 
The result has been that a reign of terror has prevailed 
and continues in Utah. Considering that they have no 
chance for a fair trial men have considered it better to 
avoid arrest until there is a prospect of receiving im- 
partial justice.” 


The epistle considers these violent prosecu- 
tions as only intended to provoke the people to 
commit some overt act whereby the incoming 
Administration will be embarrassed; refers to the 
imprisonment of elders in Arizona, and consid- 
ers the proceedings so outrageous that no other 
man who anticipated being accused dare submit 
tosuch treatment, and therefore many left their 
homes for foreign lands. It continues: 

* President Taylor remained home until, perceiving 
a determination on the part of certain Federal officials 
here to embarrassand harass every prominent man, 
and being informed of threats aguinst his liberty, be 
deemed it wise under the circumstances to withdraw; 
for although neither one of the First Presidency had 
been Officially notified that any official process had 
been issued against them, their residences were in- 
yaded and searched, and spotters and spies and depu- 
ties displnyed zeal in their endeavors to ascertain the 
whereabouts of the leaders. The conclusion is that 
they wished to getthem into their power. Conscicus 
of our innocence of all violations of the laws of 
God, or the Constitution, if the laws enacted 
entrap us because of our belief in and practice 
of a revelation, God-given, we desirethat it at least 
shall be upon what the world would call evidence—sub- 
stantial proof, not religious proof—and not on a deter- 








mination to convict, evidence or none. Bhould convic- 





tion follow in sucha case we should submit, as mar- 
tyrs have done in every 2ge when God had a people on 
eurth, as persecution inflicted onus for adherence to 
hislaws. We should at least havethe same-rights as 
burglars, thieves, and murderers. If we are sinners, 
Abraham was also and the ancient prophets. Jesus 
descended from a polygamic source, and so did many 
of God's favorite children.” 


The epistie then refers to the allegations of the 
English Government putting down the Suttee, 
and that consequently this Government should 
put down polygamy, uad says: 

“If Congressmen would investigate they would see 
that widow burning only is suppressed in India, and 
that 180,000,000 of polygamists have full rights and 
privileges. Christianity cannot offer anything of an 
eterna! character to compensate us for the abandon- 
ment of truth demanded of us. Tne Constitution pro- 
tects the sacredness of contracts; plural marriage is 
a contract of the most sacred character, being for time 
and eternity. The present system of marriage has 
proved inadequate to save man from dreadful evils, 
aithough millions of bonorable men have endeavored 
to adopt this system of morality and virtue ana 
devoted their lives to it. The evils fought 
steadily increased. ay system taught is not 
God’s system; hence it cannot meet man’s wants. 
As it is estimated that the maie members of the Mor- 
mon Church practicing polygamy do not exceed 2 per 
cent. of the whole membership we consider the prose- 
cutions an act of great injustice to the remaining 98 per 
cent. They are ebused and outraged, business interests 
are disturbed, values unsettled, neighborhoods agitated, 
and property jeopardized because of the raid on the 
alleged Jawbreakers, This shows how destitute of 
foundation are the charges made against polygamy. 
The Mormon persecutors introduced vice of every 
form since they came here.” 

The epistle exhorts Mormons to avoid such 
ways; also not to retaliate in xind for persecu- 
tion or violate any constifutional law. A com- 
mittee was appointed to draft resolutions of 
protest to President Cleveland and the Nation 
setting forth specifically and in detail ‘the 
tyrannical conduct” of the Federal officials from 
which the people of Utah are suffering.

THE NICKEL PLATE BONDHOLD.- 

ERS ANXIOUS. 

APPOINTING A COMMITTEE TO WATCH 
THEIR INTERESTS AND WREST CONTROL 
FROM THE LAKE SHORE ROAD. 

The first mortgage bondholders of the 
New-York, Chicago and St, Louis Railroad Com- 
pany—the Nickel Plate Road-»met yesterday at 
No. 78 Broadway totake some action for the 
protection of their interests while the road is in 
the hands of a Receiver. It was estimated that 
fully $10,000,000 of the whole $15,000,000 of bonds 
were represented. William Allen Butler, Jr., 
presided. Without debate a long series of reso- 
lutions was adopted witbout opposition, These 
set forth that the Lake Shore Road holdsa 
controlling interest in the capital stock of the 
Nickel Plate, and that ao large floating debt 


has been allowed to accumulate, creating a Re- 
ceivership at the instance of junior creditors, 
which has been done forthe purpose of retain- 
ing the control of the property in the interest 
ot the Lake Shore. The resolutions say further 
thatthe Lake Shore,in the furtherance of its 
purpose, intends to default Junel on the $15,000,- 
00U first mortgage bonds. ‘It is believed,’’ the 
preamble adds, ** that the property under inde- 


ty to secure such business connections &ds will 
amply provide for the full interest charges on 
the first mortgage bonds,” 

A committee of seven, consisting of F. H. Cos- 
sitt, of the Mutual Life Insurance Company; 
Adrian Iselin, Jr.; Stephen Crowell, President of 
the Phenix Fire Insurance Company; J. Bb. 
Newcombe, Thomas Denny, Charles E, euincer. 
and William R. Travers, was appointed to “ fully 
protect the interests of the first mortgage bond- 
holders, and through counseito take such steps 
as they may he advised shail prevent the pay- 
ment of any debt in derogation of the first, mort- 
gage bondholders, and to prevent the creation of 
any obligation, by Receiver'’s certificate or other- 
wise,that shall bea priorlien tothe first mortgage 
or in any way endanger the security of these 
bonds.” An assessment of not over $2 per bond 
may be Jevied to meet the necessary expenses. 
Hugh L. Cole moved that the committce be in- 
structed to consider the advisability of obtain- 
ing proxies from the first mortgage bondholders 
and from the minority stockholders—the bonas 
having the power of voting—with a view of 
wresting the control of the corporation from the 
Lake Shore and placing itin charge of a Board 
of Directors favorable to the interest of the 
bondholders. This was also adopted without a 
dissenting voice.

THE READING’S DIFFICULTIES. 
A GROWING BELIEF THAT THEY ARE IN A 
FAIR WAY OF SETTLEMENT. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 6.—Among well- 
informed railroad men and financiers the ij.1- 
pression seems to be growing stronger day by 
day that Reading’s difficulties are in a fair way 
of settlement. The main difficulty seems to be 
that many who are interested in the securities 
of the road, and whose prompt action would ma- 
terially aid in its financial reorganization, are 
content to wait and let somebody else take the 
initiative. Some decline to pledge themselves 
to extend the floating debt ‘till all or nearly 
all the bondholders have signified their accept- 
ance of the plan of reorganization, and some 
bondholders withhold their acceptance of the 


plan becausethe arrangement of the floating 
debt has not been completed. Inspiteof these 
drawbacks there is good reason for saying that 
the money necessary for the disentanglement of 
the affairs of the road willsoon be raised. With 
regard tothe conference between the confiict- 
ing interests nothing definite was done to-day, 
butit was evident that the desire for a confer- 
ence was general, and there is little doubt that 
it will be brought about before the 25th inst. 
Samuel W. Bell, Trustee of the Reading in- 
come mortgage, came to the defense of the cor- 
poration’s Receivers to-day. In his answer, 
filed in the United States Circuit Court, to the 
bill of (foreclosure filed by Hugh H. Penny, he 
says: “The averment as to the failure to pay 
the interest on the income mortgage bonds due 
June 1 and Dec. 1, 1884, is, I believe, true and 
correct, but the conclusion drawn therefrom 
that said mortgages had become presently due 
and payable is, I am advised, erroneous, mis- 
taken, and not in accordance with the provisions 
of the income mortgage. I believe and aver 
that the management of the affairs of the com- 
pany by the Receivers has been advantageous 
to all interested and that under the direction 
of this court and the supervision of the Master, 
they have, through circumstances of great diffi- 
culty and danger, administered its affairs with 
wisdom and skill. The period of the Receiver- 
ship has been one of almost universal loss and 
disasters to railroads and coal producers and 
transporters, and the success of the Receivers 
during this period in keeping the property to- 
gether and preventing its sacrifice and disinte- 
gration, entities them, in my judgment, to great 
credit.” = 
Mr. Bell denies that the Receivers have ap- 
plied income and revenues to the payment of in- 
terest on liens subsequent to that of the income 
mortgage. ‘“* As I am informed and believe,” he 
says, “it is not true that the Receivers have paid 
large sums of the income derived from the rail- 
road property to the payment of debts not liens 
of record or otherwise. I believe that they have 
_ from time to time relatively moderate sums 
or the interest on the floating debt, secured by 
collaterals, and to a smaller extent in reduction 
of the principal of the fioating debt for the pur- 
pose of preventing a sacrifice of the collaterals 
and great danger of disinterration, which might 
result from such sale. I believe their action in 
this respect to have been wise and prudent.” 
Tne counsel for the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad Company filed an answer in the United 
States Circuit Court to-day to the bill of fore- 
closures filed by William M. Robinson, of New- 
York, a general mortgage bond holder. Mr. 
Robinson’s suit was begun Jan. 23. The delay in 
answering was occasioned by the sickness and 
death of James E. Gowen,'‘of counsel for the 
corporation. The answer sets forth that the com- 
pany has received no Official notice that one- 
tenth of the holders of the general mortgage 
bonds outstanding had asked the Fidelity Trust 
Company, the Trustees under the mort- 
gage, to_enter on the corporate. prop- 
erty, asSzaverred in the bill. Moreover, 
the answer continues, Mr. Robinson bad no 
right in any event to make such a request, and’ 
the trust company was not obligated to act upon 
it. In summing up, the corporation holds that 
the court has no jurisdiction in the matter; calls 
attention to the fact that Receivers have been 
appointed upon application of Henry C. Kelsey, 
of New-Jersey, and adds: **The Receivers are 
now engaged in the operation and management 
of the roads and ‘property under the direction 
and control of the said court. Wherefore the 
defendants submit whether under the circum- 
stances there is any urgent necessity at this 
time for the interference of the court 
to protect the property from suits and 
executions, by which it would be sacrificed, to 
the injury of creditors, and to provide for car- 
rying on and continuing the business of each 
company, pending a final decree for the ascer- 
tainment and adjustment of the richts of credit- 
ors or the exercise by the Trustee of the powers 
conferred upon it for the protection of the bond- 
holders.” 
Counsel for the railroad company also filed a 
demurrer to the bill of foreclosure filed by Hugh 
H. Penny, and asked that it be dismissed.

OREGON AND CALIFORNIA BONDS. 
The Oregon and California Railroad 
Company mortgaged its property to the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company as Trustee in 1883. 
Under the mortgage instrument bonds to the 
amount of $2,610,000 were issued, The Oregon 


and ‘Iranscontinental Company became pos- 
sessed of $2,200,000 of these bonds. About a 
month ago this company procured a preliminary 
injunction restraining the Oregon and Califor- 
nia Company andthe Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
from issuing additional bonds. The ground of 
the injunction was an allegation that the Ore- 
gon and California Company had agreed to 
limit to $2,610,000 the issue of bonds on its 
road as it stood on July 41, 1884, 
and that as the road had not been enlarged 
since that date the limit could not be exceeded, 
The officers of the railroad company denied 
having made the alleged agreement, and showed 
that 451 miles of road had been constructed, on 
each mile of which, under the terms of the 
mortgage, $10,000 of bonds could be issued. 
Judge Andrews, holding Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, has vacated the injunction, holding that as 
the alleged agreement had not nm proved the 
defendant companies had the right to issue and 
certify additional bonds.

OPPOSE ITS PASSAGE, 

Several gentlemen met in St. Luke’s 
Hospital last night to talk over some organized 
plan of opposing inthe Assembly the Freedom 
of Worship bill that has passed the Senate. Rep- 
resentatives were present from the House of 
Refuge, the Eighth Ward Mission, the New- 


York Infirmary for Women and Children, the 
Midnight Mission, the Society forthe Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, the Five Points House of 
Industry, the French Benevolent Society and 
Hospital of Harlem, the House for Fallen and 
Friendless Girls, the Home of Rest, the City Mis- 
sion, the ng ely Home, the Children’s Home, 
and the Manhattan Eye and Ear Hospital. 

Henry A. Cram, of the House of Refuge, who 
was made Chairman of the meeting, said that 
the introductign of the bill was but the begin- 
ning of a religious contest that would certainly 
assume serious proportions if not checked. 
After a 12 years’ fight to pass a bill of some 
kind permitting them to perform public mass in 
the House of Refuge and similar benevoient in- 
stitutions the Roman Catholics had this year 
come forward with one infinitely worse than 
any previous one, for it opened the doors to all 
sects on any day. The bill wasso craftily worded 
that there was no defining its limits. Prompt 
and organized effort was necessary to defeat it. 
Henry A. Oakley, of St. Luke’s Hospital, said 
that the bill was obnoxious and dangerous. He 
read figures to show.that more money was piid 
to Catholic institutions from the city Treasury 
last year than to all the other charitable bodies 
combined. Morris K. Jesup said that the bill 
was a deathblow at the Protestant and non- 
sectarian charitable institutions, which are 
doing so much to prevent the increase o 
crime in this city. He was in favor of 
public mass meeting to test the sentiment of 
the people with regard to the bill. William 
DE. Dodge said that the Republicans in the 
Legislature felt that the Catholics should be. 
rewarded for the large support they gave the Re- 
publican ticket last Fall. However, so many 
protests had come in from the different election 
districts that he thought there was little chance 
of the bill passing the Assembly. Theodore 
Bourne said that the politicians would makea 
mistake if votes were what they wanted, for, 
besides the Roman Catholics who were opposed 
to the measure and the independent thinkers, 
the Methodists and Baptists alone would out- 
number and outvote those who favored the bill. 
Resolutions were adopted protesting against 
the passage of the bill as unjust in its provisions, 
dangerously vague in its meaning, and un- 
American in its spirit and origin. A committee 
was appointed to consider the expediency of 
calling a public meeting.

TOM THUMB’S WIDOW ‘BECOMES 
THH COUNTESS MAGRI. 
CROWDS SURROUNDING AND FILLING THE 
CHUROH: OF THM HOLY TRINITY—A 
WEDDING TRIP TO EUROPE LATER. 

Mrs, Charles 8. Stratton, known better 
to the world as Mrs, Gen. Tom Thumb, the relict 
of the famous dwarf who was at one time the 
wonder of two continents, yesterday assumed 
for the second time the ties of marriage, being 
united in wedlock to the Count Primo Magri, of 
Italy, a gentleman of about her own dimensions, 
who has won some distinction in the variety 
shows of America since he left his native coun- 
try. The couple have been engaged for several 
months, and it was their intention to have the 
marriage ceremony as quiet as possible until 
Phineas Taylor Barnum camo into the ring, 
Mr. Barnum, ascertaining that the little 
people were engaged, at once offered 
Mrs. Thumb and the Count an engagement at 
the Great Moral Show. The Count refused either 
to goupon exhibition himself before marriage 
or to allow bis prospective bride to do 80; but he 
forgot to take into consideration tne fact that 
Mrs. Thumb has a mind of her own, and is pos- 
“sessed of decision of character in inverse ratio 
to her size. Mrs. Thumb did go on exhibition, 
and the Count came to New-York, from his 
home in Philadelphia, to dance attendance upon 
her during her engagement ai Madison-Square 
Garden, Mrs, Thumb took apartments at the 


Continental Hotel, and here the Count was in 
the habit of calling upon her daily, and it was a 
funny sight to see the two little people sitting 
together upon a’big sofa, with their feet sticking 
out straight before them. 

When it became known to the public that Mrs. 
Thumb was to be marricd again an onsluught 
was at once begun upon Mr, Barnum and his 
partners, Messrs, Bailey and Hutchinson, for 
permission to see the ceremony, and fora time 
their lives were miserable. There were so many 
applications of this nature that it was finally 
decided to have the wedding take place quietiy 
in church and admit only invited guests and 
those only by ticket. Straightway there arose a 
demand for these tickets, and speculators offered 
to purchase an unlimited numberof Barnum, 








Bailey & Hutchinsen at $5 apiece to supply the 
demand upon them, but none were to be ob- 
tained for money. A list was madeoutof a 
sufficient number to comfortably fill the Church 
of the Holy Trinity, where the ceremony was to 
take place, and no others were given tickets, 
though there wero so many applications that 
Mr. Hutchinson was neryous about opening his 
mailin the morning. 

The ceremony took place at 8 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, and two hours before this time a 
crowd had begun to gather before the church. 
At 2o’clock the throng was so dense in Forty- 
second-street and Madison-avenue that traffic 
was obstructed and almost absolutely shut off 
until Inspector Dilks appeared on the scene with 
50 policemen and arranged a passage for street 
cars, ommibuses, and other vehicles. The crowd 
was almost entirely made up of women and 
girls. By 2:30 o’elock all the seats in the body 
of the church and the galleries were filled, and 
long lines of guests began to form in the aisles 
and along the walls.

A few minutes before 3 o'clock a carriage 
rolled up before the church door, and there was 
tremendous cheering from the crowd as the 
briaegroom descended the steps, accompanied by 
his fiancée’s bridesmaid, Miss Lucy Adams, who 
is no larger taan Mrs. Thumb, and looked very 
sweet and pretty in her costume of white silk. 
Count Magri worea correct wedding costume, 
and the little man fairly beamed with pleasure 
as he strutted up the steps and walked down the 
centre aisie. Hetook aseat with Miss Adams 
before the altar,and five minutes later there 
were sounds of uproarious applause in the 
street,and Mrs. Thumb, or Mrs. Stratton, en- 
tered upon the arm of Major Newell, husband of 
Mrs. Stratton’s sister, the late Minnie Warren. 
Major Newell was only half a head taller 
than Mrs. Stratton, and the guests in ths 
church were obliged to stand upon their seats to 
see the little people go down the aisle. The Rey. 
Dr. Wilbur F. Watkins, in his robes of office,was 
waiting for them, and he walked out before the 
altar to meet them. The Countshd down from 
his seat, and with Miss Adams he walked up be- 
fore the minister behind Mrs. Stratton and Ma- 
jor Newell. There was a solemn hush as the 
bridesmaid and best man stood aside and Dr. 
Watkins read the Episcopal marriage service, 
the Count putting the tiny ring upon his bride’s 
finger with affectionate devotion. Assoon as 
the sentence of the clergyman made them man 
and wife Count Magri threw his arms about 
her neck and kissed her, and there was laughter 
in the church when the tall clergyman stooped 
over and kissed the little bride.

THE HOUSE PAINTERS AND FRAMERS. 

The Winter season is an unwelcome one 
for house painters, they having to work, in most 
cases, for $250 per day for eight hours’ work. 
Two weeks ago the bosses were given notice by 
the House Painters’ Union that, after yesterday, 
the¥ would be expected to pay $3 50 per day for 
10 hours’ labor. On Saturday there were only 10 
shops that informed the men that $3 50 would 
not be paid. Yesterday eight of these sent word 


that the sum stated would be satisfactory. The 
men thereupon resumed work. There are at 
present only about 380 men on strike, and the 
remaining two shops are expected tosend for 
them to-day, : 

The union framers of this city employed by 
Haarbaurer_& Steurer, Frederick Haas, Henry 
Keller, A. Ciriaz, Balthasar Schneider, D. Rei- 
mann, Link & Behrens, and Stubenvoll & Kro- 
tenthaler went on strike yesterday on account 
of the refusal of these firmsto permit the men 
to work nine hours perday only. When the 
tramers of this city obtained a reduction of the 
hours of labor from 10 to 9 per day they were 
obliged to accept a_reduction of wages from 
$3 25 to $3 per day. It was then understood that 
in case of a return to the old ten-hour rule they 
should receive the old rate of wages. This the 
above firms refused to allow and about 130 men 
went on strike. At the meeting of the strikers 
at No. 89 First-avenue last evening Jacob Hein, 
employing 20 men,and Hermany & Wassen- 
backer, employing 24 men, sent word that they. 
would agree to the nine-hour rule, andthe men 
wilt go to work thig morning. The strikers num- 
ber about 180 men. 


HONORS TO CONYEDERATE DEAD. 

Nrw-Orteans,. April 6.—This, the anni- 
versary of the battle of Shiloh, has for the-past 
12 years been observed in memory of the Con- 
federate dead in the cemeteries of Greenwood 
and Metairie. The mound surmounted by the 
monument in Greenwood, beneath which sleep 
800 Confederates killed at Shiloh, was tastefully 
decorated with floral designs, bouquets, and 
loose flowers, placed there by the veterans 
of the Army of Tennessee and the 
Army of Northern Virginia, the three lo- 
cal poste of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, the Mexican Veterans, the Continental 
Guards, and the Washington Artillery. The 
same ceremony took place at the tombs of the 
respective Confederate veteran organizations in 
Metairie. For more than 10 years the Confed- 
erate and Federal veterans have visited on each 
other’s Decoration Days, and vied with each 
other as who 
the most costly and elaborate gifts. The decora- 
tions this year were not so fine as usual, owing 
to the unprecedented backwardness of the sea-

A FORFEITED LAND GRANT, 
AN ORDER RELATING TO THH TEXAS PA- 
CIFIC LANDS REVOKED. 
WasHINGTON, April 6—On March 17 
Acting Commissioner Harrison, of the General 
Land Office, directed the Register and Receiver 
of the Land Office at Los Angeles, Cal.. to pub- 
lish nutices to the effect that the lands included 
within the lund grant to the Texas Pacifio Rail- 
road Company had been restored to the public 


domain, and were open to settlement. On the 
next day the following letter was addressed to 
the Los Angeles Land Office: 


WASHINGTON, March 18, 1885. 
Register and Recetver, Los Anveies, Cai.: 

Referring to my letter of the 17th, wherein you were 
informed that by the act of Feb. 28, 1885, the grant of 
lands to the ‘'exas and Pacific Railroad Company by 
the act of March 8, 1871, was declared forfeited and 
the Jand restored tothe public domain, with instruc- 
tions to publish notices of such restoration, you are 
advised that the lands inthe limits of the grant to aid 
in the construction ot the branch lines of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad will not be affected by this restora. 
tion, the latter road having been constructed within 
the time fixed by law. Very respectfully, 

LUTHER HARRISON, Acting Commissioner. 


On Saturday last Commissioner Sparks wrote 
the following letter concerning the matter to 
the same Lana Office: 

‘“* My attention having been called to the instructions 
of March 18, I have considered the subject and find no 
reason why suck letter should have been written.

Lam satisfied that Mr. Harrison, who 
was then Acting Commissioner, intended no 
wrong in the matter. He signed the letter 
without having had the facts properly presented 
to him, Of course, it is not possible for the Com- 
missioner to examine closely every paper he 
signs. I do not know who was at the bottom of 
the matter.”

DECISIONS RENDERED AND CASES ARGUED 
AT YESTERDAY’S SESSION. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—A decision was ren- 
dered by the Supreme Conrt of the United States to- 
day in the tax case of the Chesapeake and Ohio Kail- 
way Company, plaintiff in error, vs. Joseph 8. Miller, 
Auditor of the State of West Virginia. In error tothe 
Supreme Court of Appeals of that State. The ques- 
tion raised by this case is the constitutionality of an 
act of the Legisiature of West Virginia passed March 
7, 1879, subjecting the property of the railway com- 
pany totaxation. The,company maintainsthat by an 
act of the Legislature of March 1, 1866, entitled “An 


uct to incorporate the Covington and Ohio Railroad 
Company,” and another act passed Feb, 26, 1867, 
authorizing that company to consolidate with the 
Chesapeuke and Ohio Railroad Company, it, as the suc- 
cessor of the latter corporation, was exempted from 
taxation so long as its profits should not amount to 10 
per cent. of its capital, and that the subsequent act im- 
posing taxation irrespective of this condition is void, 
because it impairs the obligation of a contract. This 
court holds that the acts from which the plaintiff in er- 
ror derives its corporate existence and powers in 
West Virginia do not contain a renewal of

Curcaao, April 6.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were more active to-day and generally stronger.

There was no cable news, as the British people were 
observing Haster Monday, and Toledo was closed on 
account of 8 local election, but St. Louis sent news 
enough to compensato for idleness on the part of 
all the rest. Provisions were generally very 
quiet, but stronger. Except modérate purchases 
of Pork by Ferguson and the buying of 
500,000 of June Ribs by Doud at $6 024 
there was very little done all day. But the local Hog 
market was considerably firmer, with much smaller re- 
ceipts than had been expected, and the strength in 


Wheat was an additional reason for higher prices in 
product. The market fell back later, when Wheat 
weakened, and it was said thut the packers are stiil 
bearish, in view of the’continued small shipping de- 
mand for meats.%Pork for June opened 5c. higher, at 
$11 85, sold to $12 0d, receded to $11 80, and closed at 
$1l gals bid, with May at 10c. discount and July 
at 10c,premium. Lard sold 7i<¢c, higher, at $6 8744 for 
May, and closed at $6 85 bid, with June at 7c. pre- 
mium and Jul eo l5c. premium, Short Ribs opened 
2héc. higher, at $5 for June, advanced 10c., — 
closed at $6 bid, Sit | at 10c. discount and a!

Cash lots of No.2 Spring sold at 794c.@80c. for re- 
ceipts dated to-day and at 79c.@79c. for those 
dated last week, There was no market new3 
from abroad, and the weather in the West was 
balmy enough to suit the most pronounced ideas of 
Spring-like propriety; but St. Louis was excited by re- 
ports that the warm weuther ts exposing the poverty 
of the situation and confirming the worst fears that 
have yet been entertained with regard to aur next 
crop. Some news from Kansas to operators here said 
that the prospects there are decidedly better thana 
tew days ago, and warm rains for the West were pre- 
dicted for to-day. But St. Louis had numerous buy- 
ing orders from the Southwest. and sent not a 
few of them here to be filled. The - result- 
ing strength wakened up the shorts here, and toward 
noon brought several buying orders from the sea- 
board, which sent prices up sharply. ‘he advance 
would probably huve been more pronounced but fora 
fear that the situation was being manipulated by men 
who got caught on the short side lust week and went 
long to nearly an equal extent in the hope of getting 
even by a turn the other way.

The President of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company bluntly admits that 
the talk of danger to the public health 
from such excavations as are needed for 
putting the wires under ground -is “‘ non- 
sense,” and with equal bluntness he ad- 
mits that the company he represents has 
no intention of complying with the law.

In view of the avowal 
of the President of the company most 
largely concerned, the Legislature should 
not hesitate to pass the bill providing for 
@ commission to see that this work is 
done. Let us have a test of the question 
whether the electrical companies are sub- 
ject to the authority of the State or not,

In suggesting to the Legislature that an 
‘appropriation be made to cover the ex- 
pense of examining applicants for places 
as census enumerators, and that the time 
within which appointments must be made 
be extended, Gov. HILu strives to"give the 
impression that he is acting entirely upon 
the request of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. He commends their wisdom in 
classifying the enumerators under 
the rules so as to make competi- 
tive examinations necessary, when. it 
is well known that he alone is responti- 
ble for that, the commission making such 
a classification because he insisted upon 
it, and having no power to do otherwise 
without his approval.

The Legis- 
lature has done nothing at all to facilitate 
the application of the civil service law, and 
has a serious responsibility to discharge. 
The Governor reverts to his original sug- 
gestions on the subject of taking the cen- 
sus, and is evidently not anxious to pro- 
mote the carrying out of the work under 
the existing law.

Mr. PEARSON makes short work of the 
silly reports about his having ‘‘ betrayed 
Mr. Buatne.”

After an act of Congress had taken 
the Texas Pacific land grant out of the 
reach of HUNTINGTON and GovuLp the 
disappointed jobbers appear to have dis- 
covered that something might yet be 
saved out of the wreck if their friends in 
the Land Office would stand by them. 
The notices by which Registers and Re- 
ceivers were directed to open the forfeited 
lands to settlement were forwarded on 
March 17. Commissioner SPARKS has re- 
cently found out that on the following day 
Acting Commissioner Harrison sent to the 
officers in Southern Californie a remark- 
able letter, instructing them that the 
Southern Pacific was to be allowed to 
hold about 500,000 ‘acres of the lands sup- 
posed to have been opened to settlement. 
These supplementary instructions the 
Commissioner has revoked, and it is re- 
ported that thus far he has been unable 
to fix the responsibility for this little job 
upon any one of his subordinates. It is 
unfortunate that in the work of reform 
he must contend against traitors at home 
as well as foes abroad. 








TWO CASES. 


The President has suspended the Post- 
master at Rome, Oneida County, in this 
‘State, and designated to perform the 
duties of the office James B. Corcoran, 
whom he had previously nominated to 
the office, but on whose nomination the 
Senate failed to act. In ‘his letter to the 
Postmaster-General exnlaining his action 
in this case the President states that the 
cause of the:suspension is the same as the 
cause for the removal proposed to the 
Senate, viz., neglect of duty and failure 
to comply with the law, and he cites the 
chief instances as shown in official 
reports made to the last Administration. 
There can be no doubt whatever of 
the entire soundness of the principle 
on which the President has acted in 


this case. Though the Postmaster’s per- 
sonal integrity was not impugned, his 
incapacity and negligence were amply 
proved. It is not necessary to inquire 
what were the motives of the Senate, 
with the evidence before it, for failing to 
act on the proposition of removal; The 
effect of the failure to act was to leave in 
the office a man who was shown to have 
been ‘grossly incompetent and unfaith- 
ful. The President does but his plain duty 
in exhausting the power left him by the 
law, independent of the aid of the Senate, 
to protect the service from the injury the 
continuance of such officials must cause. 

In the meantime his attention has been 
called to another case which, so far as the 
published facts go, is the converse of that 
of the Rome Postmaster, and has been 
treated up to the present time in a direct- 
ly opposite spirit and on a directly oppo- 
site principle. Miss Apa C. SWEET is Pen- 
sion Agent at Chicago. Her resignation 
has been requested by the Commissioner 
of Pensions, who at the same time assures 
her that he is entirely satisfied with the 
manner in which she has performed the 
duties of the office. Miss Swret’s term 
of office does not expire until April of 
next year, and she has declined to resign, 
and has appealed to the President to pro- 
tect her against any attempt at removal. 


It is not easy to see what excuse Gen. 


Buiack, the Commissioner of Pensions, 
can give for his course- which will seem 
sufficient to the Secretary of the Interior 
or to the President. He has himself offi- 
cially admitted that’ Miss SwEET’s case 
comes within the class of whom Mr. 


CLEVELAND stated in his letter to the Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform League that 
no removals should be made merély to 
miake places for other persons. -. She is ob- 





President has said that no removals should 


be made for any such reason, 

‘The appointments so far made by the 
‘Presiderit,, and especially that of Mr, 
PEARSON, have. shown very clearly that 
he can resist all appeals to consider parti- 
san politics in such matters, The case of 
the Romp Postmaster shows conclusively 
that he has a very clear and sound idea 
of the motives that ought to guide him in 
removals, His course as concerns con- 
sistency and the maintenance of the high 
reputation he has established is not open to 
doubt, and he cannot make a more valu- 
able contribution to the success of his Ad- 
ministration from a_ political point of 
view than to apply steadily the standard 
he has fixed by his previous acts, It is 
plain that he has put it absolutely out 
of his power to advance his party’s suc- 
cess by the old system of “ organiza- 
zation” on the basis of the distribution of 
spoils. That, to yield even the doubtful 
advantages of which it is capable, must be 
applied with a relentless hand, the enlist- 
ment and maintenance of the partisan army 
being put above all considerations of the 
public interest or the obligations of ‘‘ pub- 
lic office as a public trust.” Of any such 
policy Mr. CLEVELAND is entirely incapa- 
ble, The only way in which he can now 
serve his party is by faithful adherence to 
the opposite. system embodied in his own 
admirable professions, and this system 
also, to have its full effect, must be ap- 
plied with entire consistency. To fail to 
repudiate the ill-advised action of Gen. 
Buack by assuring Miss SWEET that, on 
the official statement of the Commission- 
er, she is entitled to retain her position 
until the close of her term of office would 
be not only a mistake in principle but a 
mistake in politics. 

It is to the President's own intelligence 
and sense of public duty that Miss SwEET 
appeals. Her case is in no sense political. 
She has not held her place as a partisan, 

and has, indeed, held it so far against 
strong partisan opposition and some not 
very honorable plotting on the part of the 
politicians of her State. The President 
can, and we have no doubt will, make her 
appeal the occasion of renewing the evi- 
dence of his firm attachment to sound ad- 
ministrative principles, and showing the 
country that there is to be no exception to 
his logical application of them, 








POLITICS AND SPRING ELECTIONS. 


The municipal election of Chicago takes 
place to-day. Judging from the furious 
controversy which has been going on 
there growing out of the election of last 
Fall the contest is not altogether free from 
partisanship of the most violent kind. 
Gen. Logan has felt himself called upon 
to take part in the exciting business 
of electing a Mayor, and has con- 
tributed to the warmth of the con- 
test by denouncing the present Mayor, 
who is a candidate for re-election, 
as ‘‘a vile, infamous liar, a poltroon, 
and a coward.” These be ‘‘ parlous words” 
and do not savor of a dignified effort on 
the part of the best citizens to choose the 
worthiest men for office irrespective of 
party. In fact, the municipal contest is 
full of politics of the most heated kind. 
The reasons for this are such as might 
exist in any great city. After the elec- 
tion of last November there was a long 
controversy over ballot box frauds in 
Chicago, mainly affecting the choice 
of a State Senator. The bitter- 
ness growing out of this has not 
subsided. There has for weeks been 
a contest in the Legislature of Illinois 
over the election of a United States Sen- 
ator. Charges connected with the election 
frauds have been used to affect this con- 
test, and this is what aroused the ire of 
Gen. LoGan. These incidents have served 
not merely to keep party feeling alive but 
to carry it into the municipal canvass of 
Chicago with a good deal of virulence. 
Though there are no special exciting 
causes for party feeling in this State at 
present, it is easy to conceive that there 
might be if a municipal election were 
pending. Any general election might 
leave behind it the seeds of a violent con- 
test in the next few months. It might 
show itself in the Legislature, especially 
if a United States Senator were to be 
chosen. If a municipal canvass were to 
open in March it is quite conceivable that 
it might be seriously affected by political 
controversies and party feeling excited by 
the previous State election and its conse- 
quences. Moreover, the fact that the Leg- 
islature is in session and that politicians 
are apt to be engaged there in making 
combinations and pushing schemes is un- 
favorable to the kind of election that we 
are seeking for the benefit of municipal 
administration. Itis better to wait until 
the effects of the previous State election 
and of the action of the Legislature have 
been put far enough behind to exert no 
malign influence. It is doubtful even 
whether deals and bargains arranged in 
October could not be successfully carried 
out in April, with the advantage of a 
gathering of politicians at Albany in the 
interim intent upon partisan gain. It is 
easy to conceive a variety of ways in 
which both legislation and the municipal 
election might be unfavorably affected. 
In another respect the example of Chi- 
cago furnishes alesson. To a considera- 
ble extent there is a contest of the better 
elements there for control. The present 
Mayor, Mr. CARTER HARRISON, represents 
the worst typeof the local politician, He 
is charged with having secured his elec- 
tion by the most corrupt and shameful 
means, and with seeking to keep his 
place by similar methods. He is ac- 
cused of catering to the lawless ele- 
ments, conniving at violations of 
law, and abusing the public trust to 
strengthen his own power. His success 
is attributed to the indifference of respect- 
able citizens and to their aversion to tak- 
ing part in the municipal contest. Possi- 
bly the fact that that contest takes place 
in the Spring, so soon after the excitement 
of the general canvass of the Autumn, 


and at a time when the citizens are 
busy. and unwilling to be: distracted 
with. public affairs, accounts in some 
measure for. their apathy and for

with vigor, The present Legislature 
should be made to feel that it cannot 
afford to neglect the reasonable demand 
of the people for aseparation of municipal 


elections from all purely political contests.

THE PERSECUTED SAINTS, 


The Mormons have heretofore held their 
semi-annual conferences in Salt Lake City, 
These meetings have been regarded as 
church festivals and reunions, and have 
drawn thousands of the saints from all 
parts of the Territory to the capital. 
When it was announced a few weeks ago 
by the leaders of the church that the com- 
ing conference—which is now in session— 
would be held, not in Salt Lake City, but 
in a little village called Logan, near the 
northern boundary of the Territory, a 
great majority of the faithful were sorely 
puzzled. Logan is far from the centre of 
population, and almost devoid of hotel ac- 
commodations. Held in such a place, the 
conference could not be a general reunion 
of the saints, but would of necessity be a 
cold affair, insignificant in comparison 
with those which had preceded it. Why 
had the apostles gone out into the wilder- 
ness to hold this meeting ? 

The most plausible explanation is one 

that throws much light on the real effect 
of recent legislation and prosecutions 
upon the Mormon leaders. This is that 
these leaders were unwilling to hold the 
meeting in Salt Lake City because if held 
there their weakness and the fact that 
they have been badly frightened by the 
course of the National Government would 
inevitably be revealed to their people. 
Many of the most prominent men in the 
organization have either fled from the 
Territory or concealed themselves in 
it to avoid Deputy Marshals who 
would like to arrest them for 
polygamy. These leaders are not at- 
tending the meeting at Logan, and they 
would not have dared to show their heads 
in Salt Lake City if the conference had 
been held there. But their absence would 
excite less comment in the distant village 
than it would have excited in the city 
which is the headquarters of the organiza- 
tion. The selection of Logan,: therefore, 
was to those who had followed the history 
of the war against polygamy a confession 
of distress. In the epistle to the church, 
read to the conference yesterday, even 
President TaYLor found it necessary to 
explain why he had run away. 
If the saints ever hoped to find a friend 
in President CLEVELAND they have proba- 
bly discovered by this time that from the 
new Administration they can expect only 
a continuation of the pressure to which 
they were subjected by the old. It is pre- 
dicted that after the new Administration’s 
policy shall have been demonstrated to 
them by its acts the apostles will receive 
and promulgate a new and timely “ reve- 
lation” providing for a discontinuance or 
suspension of the practice of polygamy. 
Perhaps such a “revelation” may be 
brought out af the next conference if the 
Deputy Marshals and the courts do their 
duty in the coming six months. 








THE GAS BILL. 


The bill to regulate the manufacture and 
sale of gas in this city, reported by the 
special committee of the State Senate, has 
been made a special order in that body for 
to-morrow. The Gas Consumers’ Associa- 
tion is heartily in favorof the bill and 
protests that its members have “no axes 
to grind” and no other interest in the 
matter than that which they have in com- 


ers of gas. As the best known members 
of the association are known to be large 
consumers of gas, and as they are also 
known to be men of character and public 
spirit, this disavowal may safely be ac- 
cepted. 

While the association is thus heartily in 
favor of the bill, the gas companies are 
with equal heartiness opposed to it, and 
this fact will and should weigh with the 
public as an argument in favor of the bill. 
The companies are within’ their rights in 
opposing any bill which would diminish 
their profits. If it were proposed to diminish 
their profits by any stretch of legislative 
power, or in violation of their chartered 
rights. But nothing of this kind is 
pretended. If the Legislature transcends 
its power in dealing with the companies 
the courts are open to them, and they 
certainly are not entitled to any more con- 
sideration than the courts will show them, 
Their opposition simply means that the 
bill promises to be effectual for the pur- 
pose which it is meant to serve. 

We have criticised some details of the 
measure, Fixing the price of gas, as was 
first proposed, would be a dangerous prec- 
edent, even if the price fixed were de- 
monstrably such as to allow a fair return 
upon the capital invested. But the bill 
as reported does not set this precedent. 
It simply provides that after 10 per cent. 
has been divided upon the capital actually 
invested in the business of gas making 


two-thirds of the excess shall be devoted 


to reducing the price of gas, the remain- 
ing third being left to be expended in im- 
provements. The real grievance of the bill 
to the companies and the real benefit to the 
consumers are involved in the provision 


that the dividends shall be calculated upon 
the capital actually invested, ‘“ Squeezing 


the water” out of a company’s capital stock 
does not of itself do away with abnormal 
returns upon the actual investment. It 
only renders the concealment of excessive 
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last few weeks to excite general interest.

in the public interest, their natural un- 
willingness to have their profits cut down 
should not carry any weight with the 
Legislature. Any legislator with whom 
it does carry weight, and who cannot pro- 
duce very cogent public reasons for op- 
posing the bill, may not unfairly be sus- 
pected of having private and unproduci- 
ble reasons for his opposition,

There was a time when an American 
prima donna could not hope to be success- 
ful here unless she had previously made a 
success in Europe. . Indeed it was almost 
imperative that she should have succeed- 
ed in Paris. . Scores of new American 
soprani, who had made most brilliant 
débuts in Milan, and had been enthusi- 
astically received by audiences in Man- 
chester or Birmingham, have appeared 
in this city and have mads miserable 
failures. Now and then an American 
singer has ventured to sing in Paris, but 
unless she has been warmly dnd unre- 
servedly approved by the Parisian public 








received in New-York. 

The experience of Miss VAN ZANDT will 
show our young singers that the thing to 
dois not to achieve a European success, 
but to be hissed off the stage. The next 
new American prima donha may be 
willing to make a brilliant success in 
some provincial Italian town, but she will 
know that such a success ‘will be of no 
real use to her. When she is ready to 
come to America she will pay any price 
to be permitted to appear in a Paris opera 
house and to be driven from the stage. 
If she is well hissed she neéd have little 
fear as to her future, and if she can 
employ some base ruffian to express 
his disapproval of her with cabbages 
and dead cats her fortune will be made, 
She can come to her own native land and 
pose as an American martyr. People 
will rush to see and hear the helpless 
young woman who .was treated so in- 
famously by a French mobsimply because 
she was too good and saintly to win the 
approval of Frenchmen. It will matter 
very little whether she can sing or not. If 
she can convince her fellow-countrymen 
that she has been insulted in Paris, and 
can show in the front of her best dress 
the rent made by the claws of a dead 
cat, she will win a success, no matter how 
badly she may sing. 

Miss VAN ZANDT ought to reflect upon 
the consequences of her Parisian experi- 
ence. No doubt she has beén treated 
badly, but unlessshe is willing to establish 
a precedent which every new American 
prima donna. will follow she would do 
well to remain in Europe until public in- 
dignation here has subsided: and we are 
ready to judge her as a singer by her 
merits.

Mr. Steele Mackaye has given New- 
York a comfortable and attractive little play- 
house, a trifie strange in its’ appointments 
and in the conglomerate character of its

pelled to wear badges, and the play bills, al- 
though unusually handsome, are printed from 
type on paper. The musicians do not wear 
knee breeches and powdered wigs, but these 
rentlemen do sitin a pavilion upon the stage 
while they play, and the pavilion, musicians 
and all, disappears while tapestry curtains are 
drawn slowly in front of the stage, lea¥ing in its 
‘place the picture belonging to the play. A 
large audience attended the opening of the 
Lyceum Theatre Jast evening, and sat with 
cheerful faces during the presentation of 
the new play, which began at 8:30 o'clock 
and continued until after midnight. Mr. Mac- 
kaye has plumed himself much in advance of its 
opening, upon the beauty of his new theatre and 
the ingeniousness displayed in the arrange- 
ments of its stage and audience room. 
But Mr. Mackaye, we have reason to believe, does 
not overestimate the value of these things; he

Those who are curious to fathom 
its .mysteries may turn to the parent 
romance—entitled, we believe, -“* Tricotrin”’— 
or hasten to the theatre to witness its less skill- 
ful unfolding. Possibly a- perusal of Ouida’s 
book would prove the more satisfactory ex- 
periment.

Favette, 
moreover, is loved for a-while by the Earl of Es- 
mond, a gentleman of high lineage ana eco- 
nomical proclivities, evinced by the careful 
removal of his. gioves before the inception of a 
violent scene with his long-lost. brother; she is 
giso Joved by the aforesaid brother—one Ber- 
pardus. a “ Bohemian” artist—who, made up to 
resemble Signor Nicolini before Father Time 
thinned the tenor’s locks, protects the girl 
throughout the drama, and winds it up 
by marrying her.{But it were a waste of space to 
deal at greater length with the tissue of non- 
sense'spread before the audience assembled in 
the Union-Square Theatre last evening.

-. THE HALF BREED REBELS, 
FEARS STILL GROWING FOR THE SAFETY 
OF PRINCE ALBERT GARRISON. 

. WryntpPeG, April 6.—The rebels have 
most successfully frustrated ‘the attempts of 
Gen. Middleton to send reinforcements to the 
besieged garrison at Prince Albert by tear- 
ing up the railroad track for many miles 
between Medicine Hat and Calgery and 
shutting off all communication. This might 
bave been expected, and is the cause of serious 
delay in the sending of thetroops. Hundreds of 
settlers, with their wives and thiidren, are sur- 
rounded by the redskins, and unless the army 
can be sent to their relief at once a massacre will 
take place, as the settlers have. no means of 
getting supplies, and must eventually yield. 
The Queen’s Own Rifies, of Toronto, arrived here 
to-night, and also troops from Kingston,Quebec, 
London, Hamilton, and other points. If these 
could be at once sent to the seat of war the re- 
bellion might be brought to a speedy close. Gen. 
Middleton is exasperated at the delay, and tele- 
graphs to-night that he will make a_ bold 
dash at the rebels with the few troops 
he. has. with him and risk the’ result. 
The Fenian scare still continues in Winnipeg, 
andall approaches to the city and incoming 
trains are carefully watched. The excitement 
is at fever heat and all business is. almost entire- 
ly suspended. The city is filled with troops and 
appears to be an immense military barrack.

He reports 
the settlers in a terrible state of excitement all 
over Prince Albert district, and they are hurry- 
ing into town as fast as possible, bringing 
with them what few effects they can 
carry, as the rebels are plundering the settlers. 
The Government are continuing to make prepa- 
rations for a long campaign, and troops all over 
the country are being ordered to hold them- 
selves in readiness for active service. Itis gen- 
erally believed that the Government have some 
important information regarding Fenian move- 
ments, which may account for the activity in 
getting the whole force of the Dominion 
into a state of ‘effciency, which would 
hardly be required to quell disturbance 
among Indians and half breeds inthe Northwest. 
It is stated to-night tnat Mr. Royal, Member of 
Parliament, who leftafew days: ago for the 
Northwest to endeavor to secure the co-opera- 
tion of Archbishop Tache in bringing Riel to 
terms, is on his way back to Ottawa, after 
seeing the Bishop. Bishop Tache exercises more 
influence over Riel and his followers than any one 
else in the Northwest, and he has repeatedly 
drawn the attention of Sir Joln Macdonald to 
the certainty of an uprising among the half 
breeds unless the complaints were listened to 
and investigated. Sir John laughed. at the Bishop 
and ridiculed the idea of Riel giving mp f trouble.

DR. CUYLER’S LOVING FRIENDS. 








HONORING THEIR PASTOR AFTER A QUARTER 
OF A CENTURY OF WORK FOR THEM. 

The Rev. Dr. Theodore L. Cuyler sat 
upon the platform of the Lafayette-Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, in Brooklyn, last evening, 
looked out upon the familiar faces of a congre- 
gation of which he has been Pastor. for 25 years, 
and listened to kindly and affectionate words 
from men who have known him more or 
less intimately all these years. The Easter 
flowers were still in their places and the audito- 
rium and galleries were well filled with church 
members and friends of the church. The Rev. 
Thomas A. Neilson opened the exercises of the 
evening with prayer, and after music by an 
orchestra which, with the church choir, fur- 
nished .-the --music, William W. Wickes, 


who presided, introduced. John N. Beach, 
one of the Elders of the church, ‘ We con- 

ratulate you to-night,” said Mr. Beach to bis 

astor, “‘ but we feel that we should -also con- 
——- ourselves and the whole city upon 

aving had your ministry. Hardly a block in 
this city but is better to-night because you have 
lived and labored here. You are about to leave 
us foratime, but wherever you go you will 
have the prayers of a loving, loyal, united peo- 
ple that you may return safely to them.” 

Dr. Cuyler and his Elder shook hands warmly 
and Mayor Low stepped to the front of the 
stage. ‘“* When I was first elected Mayor,” he 
said, * I received a letter in a handwriting which 
hassince become familiar and cherished. It was 
from Dr. Cuyler. In it he asked if he might use 
the privilege of an old man with a young one 
and offer a bit of advice. This was the ad- 
vice: ‘Never be afraid of offending an individual. 
No matter what you do you must offend some- 
budy. But be very careful that you do not offend 
the common sense of the community at large.’ 
I never got better advice than that even from a 
politician,” said the Mayor. Mr. Low spoke of 
the growth of the city since Dr. Cuyler became 
the Pastor of the church, and said he believed it 
was a larger minded, more liberal. and better 
city because Dr. Cuyler had lived in it.. * It 
will encourage you to know,” he said, “* that 
to-day the Mayor of this city took the first ride 
in an elevated steam car through the streets of 
Brooklyn which any Mayor of Brooklyn was 
ever permitted to enjoy.” 

The Rev. Dr. Storrs said that he first became 
acquainted with Dr. Cuyler in 1847 and he at 
once concluded that the young man was destined 
to be prominent and useful if he lived. Every- 
thing he thereafter saw of Dr. Cuy- 
ler: cin. his. youth strengthened and 
confirmed that opinion of him. He  be- 
lieved: that much of. Dr. Cuyler’s success 
could be attributed to his long continuance 
in the Lafayette-Avenue Church. ‘“* There is a 
certain power,” said Dr. Storrs, ** which belongs 
to permanency in the ministry. » A man who has 
lived in a Gity as long as Dr. Cuyler has is able to 
exert wide influence on civil and public life." 
Speaking of the great changes which had 
taken place in the world during the past 25 
years, Dr. Storrs said: ‘*‘ War came and was ter- 
minated by the magnificent leadership of the 
magnificent silent General who is battling with 
death over there on the other side of the river. 
[Applause.] There is one -thing to which every 
man must yield, but one would almost say that 
the indomitable will which conquered the rebels 
and- put down the war would almost conquer 
death.” 

Dr. Charles 8. Robinson spoke in an affection- 
ate strain of Dr. Cuyler, “‘ who,” said he, “is 
the only man who calls me Brother Charles 
when he writes and Charlie when he meets me.” 
Dr. Robinson referred to the intimate relations 
which Dr. Cuylerand he had maintained many 
years, and said that the great peculiarity of the 
former was that he had pitched into everybody 
and everything and never yet bad a fuss. 

Dr. Cuyler was deeply moved in making a re- 
sponse to the pleasant words which had heen 
said about and to him. Hetook from the fioor 
beside him a spade with a knot of biue and red 
ribbons on the handle, and said that with that 
he broke ground for the church building... The 
doctor passed from tears to smiles and back 
again in talking to his p’ople, and they followed 
him pretty closely. ‘Good night.” he said, in 
closing, * good night. God bless you all !” 

A few of the many letters Dr. Cuyler received 
yesterday were read from the platform. Among 
them were kindly words from the Rev. Dr. Ros-. 
well D. Hitchcock, John G. Whittier, the Minis- 
ters’ Association of Philadelphia, Dr. Ray Pal- 
mer, and Joseph Cook.

OHIO. CITY. ELECTIONS. 
A REPUBLICAN VIC TORY IN COLUMBUS— 
DEMOCRATIC FRAUDS IN CINCINNATI. 
Cotumsus, Ohio, April 6.—The day was 
a most perfect one for an election, yet notwith- 
standing the great interest. in the result of the 
‘municipal contest the vote was light as com- 
pared with that polled in October and November 
last. The independent voter was abroad and the 
amount of scratching done on both sides is with- 
out a parailel in this city. As predicted in last 
night’s dispatches, Gen. Charles C. Walcutt, Re- 
publican candidate for re-election as Mayor, has 
carried the city by a majority of not less than 
800, which without doubt will be sufficient to 
carry with it the entire city ticket. The Demo- 
crats concede’ the clection of the Republican 
candidate for Mayor by 500 to 1,000 majority. 
Gen. Waicutt gained 140 votes in his own ward. 
One of the strongest Democratic precincts in the 
city for the first time gavea Republican ma- 
jority. The election passed off very quietly in 
every part of the city, and no drunkenness was 
noticeable on the streets during the day. Just 
before the polls closed a: big fight took place at 
Precinct A, in the Fourth Ward, between the 
Walcutt men and the opposition. Many Demo- 
crats, some of whom were ex-soldiers, and 
others openly worked for the re-election of the 
General. Ring men. abused them, and this soon 
resulted in an open free fight, in which 20 or 30 
were engaged, the Walcutt men coming off vic- 
torious. No shots were fired, but many persons 
were knocked down and eyes draped in mourn- 
ing. The Walcutt men are very enthusiastic to- 
night over the success of the day. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 6.—There was a 
light vote cast at the municipal election to-day. 
Republicans became despondent early in the 
afternoon, and there is nothing thus far in the 
returns to brighten tbeir spirits. There was a 
great deal of scratching, and the count is pro- 
ceeding too slowly to expect definite 
news to-night. The Democrats are charged 
with grave frauds. In the Sixth Ward there 
were 2,600 votes cast. The largest n\smber ever 
cast. in that ward was something over 1,800 at 
the last Presidential election. A charge ot fraud 
under such circumstances certainly has a good 
deal of basis. There are other wards in 
which the vote is suspiciously large. With a 
light vote at four-fifths of the voting places, it is 
found that at those remaining it is unprecedent- 
edly large. The scratchiug was of’a character 
that shows very little regard among a large class 
of voters for party lines. It is possible a mixed 
ticket has been elected, but the meagre returns 
received favor the Democrats. Judge Foraker 
says if the fraudulent tickets do not exceed 3,000 
the Republicans will pull through. Tne German 
wards seem to have given good Republican ma- 
jorities. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 6.—The election 
passed off without any excitement. Party lines 
seemed to have been obliterated, and the poli- 
ticians never witnessed so much independent 
voting. At midnight only meagre returns are 
in, and the indications point to the re-election 
of George Gardener, Republican, Mayor; Allen 
T. Brinsmade, Republican, City Solicitor; ‘John 
C. Hutchins, Democrat, Police Judge, with the 
Police Prosecutor and City Treasurer in doubt. 


Darton, Ohio, April 6.—The Democrats 
elect their city ticket, with the exception of two 
minor offices. by majorities ranging from 200 to 
500. They will also have 2 majority in the City 
Council. The present Council is a tie. 


ZANESVILLE, Ohio, April 6.—It is econ- 


ceded that the Repubiicans have carried this city 
by a majority of 300. :

The Right Rev. Robert Aston Coffin, D.

Any person who can pick out a word onthe 
keys of a type-writer can transmit a message 
by the Hathaway system accurately and with 
rapidity, only restricted by the spead of the 
picking, while, as for receiving messages, the 
instrument does that automatically, whether 
there is anybody peas gen | its operations 
ornot. There wasa private exhibition of the 
system to-day at the company’s offices, No. 827 
Walnut-street, the’ results attained at which 
seemed to fully sustain ali that is claimed for 
this most remarkable invention. 

The instrument used 1s both a transmitter and 
a'receiver. The two instruments used in this 
exhibition were connected by about 100 miies 
of wire coiled about the offices. Each appeared 
in its front part to be simply an ordinary type- 
-writer, with the letters, numerals, &c., on raised 
keys. Behind this rises a smail column, with 
blank paper wrapped around it and moved up 
line by line as required by a simple device.. In- 
side that column isa small hammer that strikes 
outwardly, so as to, whenever a key js touched, 
press the paper against the periphery of a hori- 
zontal wheel that lies between the keyboard and 
the column. On tbat periphery, in high relief, 
are the letters of the alphabet, numerals, and 
points for punctuation. The wheel spins around 
with lightning-like rapidity as the keys are suc- 
cessively touched by an expert. hen it has to 
retrocede in the alphabetical order it flies back 
to a fixed point, as does the wheel of a gold and 
stock indicator, but much more swiftly.. All 
the delicate and intricate electrical attachments 
necessary are below and, when understood, are 
much less complicated than they seem, their ap- 
parent complication being caused by their mul- 
tiplicity. A separate wire leads from each key 
to a single common wire, and each of those key- 
connected wires serves either for transmission 
or reception of messages. The sending or re- 
ceiving of a particular letter or figure is gov- 
erned by the strength of current required for 
just that individual one, and for no other. It 
seems very strange that all those various im- 
pulses should be flashed along a wire—even in 
opposite directions at the same time—without 
jostling each other.or getting mixed up, but they 
do. Many messages were sent and received in to- 
day’s tests by non-experts at a speed of from 40to 
50 words per minute with greater accuracy than 
is usually shown by expert Morse “sound” 
operators, and that speed, it was affirmed. could 
be very greatly increased. “A noticeable and 
valuable feature of the system is that it prints 
clearly in the sight of the person transmitting a 
message just what is being sent to the receiver, 
so that errors are avoided, or if committed are 
readily corrected. The messages sent over a 
wire by this instrument cannot be read by sound, 
80 that it is much more favorable to the privacy 
often desirable in business than either the Morse 
system or the telephone. Inasmuch as the Hath- 
away instrument can be adjusted to any system 
of wire communication and will work to as great 
distances as is required in telegraphy it will 
be of inestimable value to railroad and express 
companies, bankers, brokers, merchants, and the 
general public. There are no formidable com- 
Plications in_ its construction, and expert elec- 
tricians who have examined it pronounce it one 
of the most wondertul achievements of the age. 
Should it only do balf what is claimed for it, and 
that itshows it can do, it would practically rev- 
olutionize telegraphy.

HOW THE BANK PROFITS WERE ENTERED 
—SHAVING HIS FIRM NOTES—LOOSE 


DEALINGS WITH COLLATERALS. 

In the severe and searching cross-exam- 
ination to which he bas been subjected James 
D. Fish, the President of the Marine Bank, has 
frequently admitted with startling promptness 
that some of his business and banking methods 
were irregular, but when the lawyers attempt 
to pin him down to a confession that any of his 
transactions were intentionally wrong he dodges 
around the bush until sometimes Judge Bene- 
dict has to he!p drive him under cover. Several 
lawyers who joined the crowd in the court room 
yesterday listened to bim with great amuse- 
ment. The jurors, with Mr. Dabol!’s columns 
of figures temporarily taken away from them, 
had a day of positive enjoyment. Mr. Fish re- 
ferred to hischeck booxs for 1883-4, and went 
over, month by month, his regular profits from 
Grant & Ward as they have been already pub- 
lished. Then Mr. Rootasked him: “ Mr. Fish, 
what was the total amount of the profits that 
you received from the firm of Grant & Ward 
from July, 1880, to April, 1884 7” 

“T cannot approximate the amount,” Mr. Fish 
gnswered, **not having the data before me.” 

Mr. Fish read from a book the following ac- 
rounts of Mr. Fish’s profits from Grant & Ward 
pn the alleged contracts: Re

“This makes a grand totai of about $700, 
profits,” said Mr. Root. “Did you draw that 
amount of money from the tirm?” 

Mr. Fish said he presumed the figures quoted 
were correct. He never failed to receive a check 
or its equivalent for his share of the profits. 

“ Did any part of that $700,000 go in any way 
to the benefit of the Marine Rank?” the Dis- 
trict Attorney inquired. 

Mr. Fish said that none of it did. 

* But you have testified that besides your per- 
sonal profits about $295,000 of the profits from 
these pretended contracts went to the benefit of 
the Marine Bank.’ 

* Yes,” the witness said, ‘*it was from interest 
pn the loans to Grant & Ward.” 

Turning to the entry of a twenty-five-thou- 

and-doliar loan in the “contract” book, Mr. 

oot asked what were the profits of the bank 
from the transaction. Mr. Fish said that they 
were $233 34. The notes were discounted at 6 or 
f-per cent., but never better than 8 per cent., 
entirely on their merits, and with the consent of 
the Directors. Upon the bank books the sums 
thus received were not charged to discounts, but 
were put under a separate head of profits. Mr. 
Fisn was asked why this was done. 

“ Because it was in excess of the legal 6 per 
cent.,”? he answered. 

“Didn't you mean to make a plain distinction 
between interest and profits paid to the bank?” 

“T certainly did not.” 

.“Do you swear that when you wrote the en- 
tries ‘interest paid the bank’ and ‘ profits paid 
the bank’ you meant the same thing?” 

_ Well, it amounted to the same thing.” 

* Did it mean the same thing ?” 

After beating around the bush for a few min- 
ates Mr. Fish said tnat he thought itdid. He 
was questioned about the rateof money in New- 
York about that time. ané expressed the opinion 
that plenty of it might have been secured at 6 
per cent. on good paper, perhaps less. 

* And yet,” said Mr. Root, “‘your firm bor- 
rowed money of your bank at a rate of 48 per 
cent., according to your figures?” 

Mn. Fish thought it quite probable. Grant & 
Ward were abundantly able to pay well for the 
accommodation. 

* You mean us to understand,” said Judge 
Benedict, * that your firm, being in good credit, 
borrowed money from the Marine Bank at 48 
per cent. interest ?” 

** Yes, Sir.” said Mr. Fish. 

Mr. Root asked the witness to tell the jury how 
it was that while the bank was lending money 
to Grant & Ward at6 per cent. upon the notes 
which were discounted after being read to the 
Directors Grant & Ward were also paying 48 
per cent. upon the loansinthe name of Doty, 
Armstrong & Mallory. Mr. Fish said: “In re- 
gard tothe discounts we considered the bank 
amply compensated by the interest received, but 
in regard to the other loans you mention they 
were large, and althouch I thought them per- 
fectly safe I wanted the bank to realize some 
profit from them.” 

It appeared from the continued examination 
that Mr. Fish was in the habit of “ shaving’? the 
notes of hisown firm. He would first discount 
them at § per cent., and then bave the Marine 
Bank discount them again with his ind@rsement 
até percent. Mr. Fish thought that the 2 per 
cent. that he was enabled to pocket fairly com- 
oe yey him for keeping a balance in his own 

nk to protect it from possible loss which 
might ensue from a note bearing his indorse- 
ment. Mr. Fish said that the contracts spoken 
of by Ward were the basis of the loans made to 
the firm, and Mr. Root asked him why. if this 
was so, the contracts did not appear in some 
way cnthe books of the bank. Mr. Fish ex- 
plained that it was not * practicable” to have any 
record of them appear there. . The profits from 
them were charged around to different accounts, 
so astomake a better appearance for the Bank 
Examiner. It was not done, Mr. Fish said, with 
apy intention of hiding the returns. He did not 
consider it necessary, or to be his duty, thatany 
intelligible reference to the loans on contracts 
pr of the profits on them should appear on the 
bank’s books, though the money was loaned with 
the distinct understanding that it should be used 
In carrying out the contracts. Mr. Koot had to 
question the witness for 10 minutes to get his 
opinion of what the books of a.bank should 
show. Mr. Root thought they should show a 
record of all actual transactions in the bank. 
Mr. Fish thought it was su‘ficient for them to 
show the condition of the bank. After a while 
he consented to the use of the word transactions, 
but did not believe it necessary that they should 

shown in detail. In caliing attention to 
certain sums received in, excess of the legal 
interest, Mr. Root inquired about some bonds of 
the Brighton Beach Railroad Cempany that 
were deposited as collateral: for a pretended 
loan, and which, on the failure of the bank, 
passed into the hands of Mr. Fish’s personal As- 
. This pretended loan was apparently 

Inade in distributing the surplus interest. 

“Was not that a false entry ?” asked Mr. Root. 

Mr. Fisn said that he could rot see that it was. 
Referring to the fictitious loans charged to 
Armstrong, Mallory, Spencer, Doty, and U. 8. 
Grant, Jr., Mr. Fish said that he understood they 
were all to be made nominally to Grant & Ward. 
When his attention was called to the fact that 
he had made two or more eee loans on the 
same collaterai Mr. Fish said: ** I wish to say richt 
here that I did not know anything about the 
collaterals. I told Mr. Daboill that the loans 
were to be made and were to be entered as loans 
te Grant & Werd. The collaterals I understood 
were to be furnished.” : 

“When did you exvect them to be delivered at 
the bank ?”

RACING OF EVERY KIND.

MADISON-SQUARE GARDEN TURNED INTO A 
HIPPODROME. 

Madison-Square Garden was twice filled 
to ita utmost capacity yesterday, in the after- 
noon and evening, by throngs who went to wit- 
ness the famous hippodrome races. The Garden 
had undergone a transformation since Saturday 
evening, @nd where rows of chairs were then 
Placed a broad race track now circles the vast 
amphitheatre. After the usua! circus perform- 
ance, which is gone through with much more 
quickly than for the last three weeks, there was 
a clanging of belis, all gates and doors leading to 


the track were closed, and then with a rush and 
a clatter six thoroughbred hunters, ridden by 

yly dressed jockeys, thundered in from the 
nelosure at the eastern end of the Garden and 
cantered about the track, aaaly bringing up 
before the starter. As they got the word the six 
horses darted away on a pell mell race three 
times around the track, Olivette, ridden by a 
jockey in yellow, got the lead and kept it, the 
others following close at her heels. She won the 
race, and her rider galloped about the track with 
the winner’s flag, while being saluted with ap- 
plause all along the route. 

The next race was between half a score of 
Shetland ponies ridden by monkeys, and there 
was a simultaneous shout of lhughter as the 
little jockeys clung to their reins, the leading 
monkey occasionally turning his head to glance 
at his discomfited brethren in the rear. One of 
the most interesting and dangerous races was 
that ridden by the female jockeys. There were 
six horses and riders in this race, and they 
swept around the track like the wind, while the 
spectators held their breath with excitement, 

he horses keptin almost a solid group around 
the track until the last lap, when Miss May 
Stewart. who rode Kansas, was awarded the 
winner’s fiag. Al Carron had a race with a horse, 
being given a start of a quarter of a lap, but 
the horse was too fast for the man, and won by 
100 feet. 

In an exciting Roman chariot race the chariot- 
eers were Mme. Watson, who is the only employe 
of the circus that dares to drive the four fiery 
gray horses abreast that are attached to her 
chariot, and a man named Smith, who drove four 
bays. The teams were very evenly matched, and 
the race was a mad one, the eight horses, with 
fiying manes, flashing eyes, and distended nos- 
trils, straining every nerve in their efforts. Now 
the four grays wouid be ahead, and the bays 
would be plunging at Mme. Watson’s chariot 
wheels, and then the others would gain at the 
turn in the track and leave them in the iurch, 
until another turn gave them the advantage. 
The two chariots thundered three times around 
the track, until finally the grays won the race, 
and there was loud applause for the plucky 
driver as she drove round the track with the 
winner’s fiag. The races will be continued every 
afternoon and evening of this and next week.

THE BIJOU OPERA EOUSE SOLD. 
The Bijou Opera House was sold at auc- 
tion inthe Exchange Saiesrooms yesterday by 
Vv. K. Stevenson & Co. on foreclosure proceed- 
ings. The property, which is about 42 feet in 
width in front and rear, runs through from 
Broadway to Sixth-avenue, having a depth of 


about 234 feet. In addition to the thestre, the 
building embraces a store on Broadway and two 
stores on Sixth-avenue. The structureis cight 
stories high on Broadway, or six stories above 
the theatre front. It was formerly owned by 
Cc. L. James, and there were three mortgages on 
the property, besides unpaid taxes and inter- 
est. The present rental of the building, in- 
cluding the theatre, is about $30,000, and 
the bidding for the property was lively by capi- 
talists who desired it for investment. It was 
finally knocked down to George T. Whitney, a 
wealthy resident of this city, who bid $188,000, 
which is about $40,000 more than the mortgages, 
back taxes, and interest due. ** 'he property was 
sold for all cash,’’ said Mr. Stevenson after the 
sale, “ and it is expected that the present able 
management of the Bijou Theatre and the 
tenants on the premises will ali be retained by 
Mr. Whitney. I know that he purchased the 
property for investment only, and not for the 
parece of tearing down and rebuilding, so that 

here is no danger of New-York losing its Bijou 
Opera House.” 








MADE SICK BY CANNED LOBSTER.

MONOPOLISTS GETTING, UP A 
CHOLERA SCARE, 

THE EFFORT OF THE TELEGRAPH AND TELE- 
PHONE COMPANIES TO AVOID LAYING 
THEIR WIRES UNDER GROUND. 

The telegraph and telephone companies 
,doing business in this city have turned their at- 
tention to the agitation of a popular scare as a 
last hope of escaping the necessity of placing all 
their wires under ground by the Ist of next 
November. The practicability of inderground 
wires has been determined beyond doubt, and 
the companies were compelled to abandon the 
position held to with such tenacity for a time 
that the thing was impossible. So they turned 
to cholera as a subject of more importance to the 
general public, and shouted, * Beboid, citizens, 
if you force us to dig trenches for our wires you 
must expect the terrible Asiatic scourge. Public 
opinion must be brought to bear and the odious 
burden put upon us lifted. We have turned 
philanthropists, citizens. We would gladly put 
our wires out of sight, relieve your fenced-in 
blocks and disfigured streets, and remove for- 
ever the disgraceful obstructions—but, citizens, 
remember cholera! If we do all this New-York 
will be depopulated.” 

So said the telegraph and telephone companies 
with a great biare of very small trumpets. But 
the mass of the citizens heard this with a signifi- 
cant shrug and said: “*So,ho! Another doage 


of the monopolists to get out of doing a work 
that should long ago have been accomplishea. 
Let us look at this matter a little on our own ac- 
court.” : 

The bill ordering the wires to be put under- 
ground by Nov. 1 next was passed by the Legis- 
lature in 1884, after a Senate committee had ex- 
amined a large number of experts and de- 
termined the feasibility of the plan. It was the 
result of litigation agaimst the telegraph and 
telephone companies to enforce them to remove 
poles and wires considered as obstructions. The 
most important of these suits was against the 
Metropolitan Telephone and Telegraph Company 
to compel it to remove its wires from Twenty- 
first-street, between Fifth and Sixth avenues. At 
the first trial the jury disagreed. At thesecond, 
a verdict was given on which Judge Barrett de- 
cided the poles a nuisance. The General Term 
reversed this decision on appeal, not on the 
ground that the poles were declured a nuisance, 
but on the amount of damages awarded—6 cents, 
It was the intention of the people to carry the 
case to the Court of Appeals, but at this point 
the bill was passed by the Legislature. Messrs. 
L. E. Chittenden & Son, the counsel for the 
plaintiffs, saw reiief at hand, and the case was 
dropped, the Metropolitan Company paying the 
costs. 

On March 10, 1885, Senator Daly introduced a 
bill supplementary to the act of 1884, which is a 
special order in the Legislature this evening. 
This bill proposes to establish a temporary com- 
mission to enforce the act of last year. The 
commission will be directed to notify the tele- 
graph and telephone companies to report within 
60 days a plan showing the streets and avenues 
where it wil: be necessary to lay pipes, and 
giving particulars as tothe number and course 
of the conduits. If the companies agree ona 
joint plan of construction the commission will 
see that it is carried out and adjust the cost 
to the companies. If they fail to agree then 
the commission will have power to make a gen-, 
eral plan to meet the requirements of the act. 
Both the act of 1884 and the one supplementary, 
as proposed, apply also to electric light wires, 
bat it is the telegraph and telephone monop- 
olists, who are muking a supreme effort to 
avoid a compliance with their provisions, 
headed by Mr. Cyrus W. Fieldand Mr. Jay Gould. 

“The article in Mr. Field’s paper onthe danger 
from cholera if trenches are dug as proposed,” 
said Dr. Norvin Green, President of the Western 
Union, yesterday afternoon, ** was nonsense—no, 
you needn't say it was nonsense. It was not in- 
spired by the officersof this company. and I 
think more was made of the discussion than 
legitimately belonged to it. We couldn't put 
the wires under ground if we would. The Board 
of Health’ will not permit us totear up the 
streets.” 

**Would you put the wires under ground but 
for this ?”” 

“*I don’t propose to answer that. It never has 
been and never will be done in any city of the 
world. The main lines in London, Paris, and 
Berlin are under ground. Ali the others are ele- 
vated as they are here, and they now have more 
lines above ground in those cities than ever, be- 
fore. There is some talk of amending the legis- 
lative act, Ihear. We have taken no part in 
that,and do not want to take issue with the 
State if we can help it.” 

“ How many underground wires has the West- 
ern Union in this city at present?” 

* A great number. We began putting them in 
in 1877. They run to the Stock, Produce, and 
Cottgn Exchanges, and 200 or 300 run to the 
cables across the Hudson, We have the tubes 
ready to draw the wires through from our main 
building to the building in Twenty-third-street. 
We have bought the wire once or twice, but 
have been obliged to use itin other cities, All 
this wire running to branch offices we will never 
put under ground.” 

President Green’s frankness in declaring the 
cholera scare nonsense is refreshing, considering 
the fact that his company doesn’t propose to 
run its wires under ground in anv event. Butif 
President Green is not at work bolstering upa 
story with no foundation, plenty of others in- 
terested in the companies are. The action of the 
Board of Health in pronouncing the excava- 
tions necessary dangerous to public health is 
ridiculous, when it is remembered what the nec- 
essary excavations will be. To put a wire under 
ground does not need a ditch of great depth nor 
width. Inatube half an inch in diameter 100 
telephone wires may be placed. The telegraph 
wires are a trifle larger, but all of the 130 wires 
on the poles of the Western Union could 
be carried in a very small conduit that 
ecoule be placed under’ ground with a 
very slicht excavation. The Cable Railway 
Company proposes to put two trenches through 
70 miles of streets, each four feet deep and as 
many wide. ‘'his would be such a turning up of 
the soi!, especially made ground, as would in- 
duce disease. But in the work necessary to com- 
ply with the provisions of the Jaw regarding 
overhead wires nosuch result is possible. The 
work can be done in sections and at times sothat 
the traffic on the busiest streets would not be in- 
terfered with. In Philadeiphia an inchand a 
quarter conduit is used for holding the wires, 
and is found in every way to meet the require- 
ments. As to cholera, it remained for the tele- 
phone and telegraph companies to discover that 
the disease depends on the same conditions as 
malaria. Every week more excavating is done 
in New-York for sewers, gas mains, water pipes, 
and their repair than would be necessary for the 
entire system of underground wires. 

**What do they expect?” askeda lawyer yes- 
terday, who has been working for years for un- 
derground wires. ** That ail sewer work shall 
stop? That ali water mains must be let alone? 
With all the excavating that has been done in 
New-York, I never heard of anything worse 
than malaria or low forms of fever resulting, 
and those diseases only where the ground dug 
up was made ground. If this supplementary 
act isn’t passed, the companies wil] just remain 
quiet until Nov. 1, and if an attempt is made to 
enforce the law, an injunction will beserved and 
an endless fight will result. The. telegraph and 
telephone companies and electric light concerns 
are daily digging post holes in every section of 
the city for mammoth, unsightly posts to sup- 
port hundreds of wires. Those holes go down 
deep, and more earth is taken out for each one 
than would be necessary to lay an underground 
conduit an entire block, or half a block at any 
,rate. It’s absurd, ridiculous, sheer nonsense, ali 
this talk of danger of disease.”

Dr. Bristor 
by the Newark Metnodist Conference to the pas- 
torate of the Methodist Church at Spring Val- 
ley, N. Y., basled toa factional quarrel among 
its members. Some are disposed to recognize 
the authority of the Conference. Others say 
that Dr. Bristor was sent to the Spring Valley 
church because he could not be pushed into any 
other pulpit, and that his appointment is an in- 
sult to the church. Dr. Clark, one of the leading 
members of the church, says that the revoit 
is among the “‘chronic kickers’ only. he 
church Board of Directors discussed the 
appointment at a meeting held last Friday even- 
ing in animated style. It was finally decided to 
receive the new Pastor, but it is said that he was 
not to be accorded the usual privilege of admin- 
istering the sacrament on the first Sunday of his 
appearance. A committee of the church mem- 
bers watched every train arriving in Spring 
Valley on Saturday evenine to greet him, and 
were on hand to meet him_at the only train that 
rolled into the village on Sunday morning.

Pit PROTESTS IN ;AFFIDAVITS, og 

Testimony from Chicago was yesterday 
placed on record before the Cable Commissioners 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel Wickes in an 
affidavit made by Walter Birdsall. He says that 
he has lived in Chicago for 16 years, and has been 
aregular patron of the cable roads.there. Con- 
tinuing, he states: ** There has hardly been a day 
. since the completion of the cable system that 
there has not been delay occasioned by the break- 
ing of acable orits getiing out of order. The 


matter of these delays has been the ‘subject of 
constant public dissatisfaction.” Mr. 
further alleges that it is generally impossible to 
pull a car around a curve by means of the cable, 
and that horses are constantly in readiness for 
pertorming the work. Quotations from several 
standard medical works were placed in evidence 
to show that upturned soil contributed to the 
propagation of disease. Affidavits from several 
local physicians were to the same effect. 

John B. Joralemon, of No. 65 Lexington- 
avenue, real estate dealer and manager of es- 
tates, made an affidavit that the laying of tracks 
in public streets depreciated their value for 
residence purposes. There were also affidavits 
tending to show, both from the reeords of the 
License Bureau in the Mayor's Office and from 
an actual count on several streets, the extent to 
which one-horse vehicles are used in the streets, 
Mr. Wickes explained that thes@ statements 
were intended to be read in connection with one 
of the city’s Chicago affidavits, from which it 
appeared that there ull the one-horse vehicles bad 
been driven from the streets through which the 
cables ran. Among the remaining affidavits the 
subscribers included several prominent bankers 
and well-known merchants, such as Charles M. 
Fry, President of the}Bank of New-York; Adrian 
Iselin, James B. Colgate, Charles Watrous, 
Frederick W. Devoe, Franklin Woodruff, E. M. 
Crawford, President of the Tobacco Board of 
Trade; John H. Washburn, Vice-President of 
the Home Insurance Company; Russell W. 
McKee, Abram §S. Hewitt, and Rufus Story. 
These affidavits point out the disasters threat- 
ened to the important commercial interests of 
the city by the proposed cable scheme, 





A CHILD INHUMANLY TREATED. 


CRUELTY OF TWO STOLID GERMANS TO 
THEIR NIECE. 

A letter was received at the office of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren on Sunday stating that there wasa case in 
Morrisania which demanded immediate atten- 
tion. Agent Barkley was sent to investigate it, 
and at No. 931 East One Hundred and Fiftieth- 
street, near Robbins-avenue, he found a little 
child named Annie Debris, age 4, who had evi- 
dently been the victim of the most inhuman 
neglect and cruelty. The child is said to be the 
dauchter of Elizabeth Debris and a man named 
A. Berger. The mother went to Philadelphia last 
December, leaving her child in charge of her 
brother Conrad and his wife Elizabeth, both 
stolid looking Germans of about 30. 

The neighbors say. the couple beat the child 
cruelly, and that frequently they had seen the 
child limp out into the yard during the coldest 
weather almost without clothing. When found 
by Agent Barkley the child’s feet were in a hor- 
rible condition, having been frozen and being 
mortified nearly to the instep. All the toes of 
the right foot had. fallen off, as had: sev- 
eral on the left foot. The child was 
removed to the society’s rooms’ and from 
there to the New-York Hospital, where she is at 
present. The surgeons there sent a certificate 
to Justice White, at the Harlem Court yester- 
day, stating that it would be at least a month 
before the child's injuries would be cured. Con- 
rad and his wife were arrested yesterday, and 
Superintendent Jenkins and Agent HBarkley ap- 
peared against themin the Harlem court. Su- 
perintendent Jenkins said it might be necessary 
to amputate both of the girl’s limbs, and that if 
blood poisoning should occur ber injuries might 
result fatally. 

The prisoners said they Gid not consider them- 
selves to blame. They had written several times 
to the mother about her daughter’s condition, 
but could not get hertoreturn, Justice White 
held the accused for trial. 





A’ BEQUEST TO CARDINAL M'CLOSKEY. 

Cardinal McCloskey, a legatee under the 
will of Charles T. Sleven, Pastor of the Church 
of the Immaculate Conception at Yonkers, made 
application yesterday to Surrogate Owen T. 
Coffin at Wnite Plains for an order to compel 


the Executors and Executrix of the deceased to 
pay him. his tegacy, or show cause why they 
should not. The will of Father Sleven was dated 
Murch 30, 1878, and admitted to probate in the 
Westchester County Surrogate’s office Oct. 14, 
1878. The Rev. Patrick Maguire, of Irvington; 
the Rev. Edward McKenna, of Monticello, N. 
Y., and Elizabeth McMullen were appoint- 
ed Executors and Executrix of the will. 
The deceased left property worth $30,000. 
By tne fifth clause of the document it 
was directed “that after the payment of the 
legacies I direct my Executors and Executrix to 
pay the Cardinal Archbishop of New-York the 
sum of $3,000 to aid in the completion of the new 
cathedral in the city of New-York.” All the 
legacies have been paid, it is claimed, and there 
are assets in hand sufficient to pay this bequest 
without detriment to the rights of others, and 
although demand has been made upon the Ex- 
ecutors several times they have fuiled to pay_ it.

A petition was also received by the Surrogate 
from the Little Sisters of the Poor of St. Francis, 
in this city, setting forth that they also were 
left a legacy of $2,000 by Father Sleven’s will, 
which bas never been paid. Cuititations, return- 
abie at the same time, were also issued to the 
Executors and Executrix to show cause why 
they should not pay this bequest.

FLOATING FROM FORT SUMTER. 
The Sumter Club, which is to celebrate 
its twentieth anniversary in the Brooklyn Acad- 
emy of Music on April 14, has received the fol- 
lowing letter from James B. Coit, who has in 
his possession the American flag which was 


raised on Fort Sumter atter the evacuation of 
Charleston by the rebels Feb. 18, 1865: 


NORWICH, Conn., March $0, 1885. 
Mr. Stephen M. Griswold: 

My DEAR SIR: I am obliged for the polite invitation 
to attena the twentieth anniversary of the Sumter 
Club to be held at the Brooklyn Academy of Music on 
the 14th of April next. In anv event the * old flag” to 
which you refer sha!l be present. During the night of 
Feb. 17, 1565, the Confederate troops were evacuating 
the clty of Charleston and its defenses. On 
the early morning of the 18th the Admirai’s 
vessel ran up to the city, immediately fol- 
owed by the staff boat of Gen. . A. Gill- 
more, which staff boat was the steamer W. W. Coit. 
The Coit proceeded to Sumter, and at 9 o’clock the 
Stars and Stripes (taken from her masthead and be- 
longing to her) were once again floating above the fort. 
The staff which bore the flag was composed of an oar 
and boathook lashed together, and the *Oid Glory” 
was raised by Capt. Henry H. Bragg, an alde-de-camp 
on Gen. Gillmore’s staff.
